He grew up 
and received such education as the country afforded and at the age of 19 he removed with 
his father, (his mother died when he was a small boy), to Tuscarawas Co., Ohio, (now 
Carroll.) April 29", 1829, in Tuscarawas county, Ohio, he was united in marriage to 
Catharine Rainsburger with whom he enjoyed an unclouded married life for more than 50 
years. To them were born eight children, six sons and two daughters, all surviving him 
except his wife who died Feb. 5, 1881, and Jacob, who died the same year. He removed 
to DeKalb county in 1845, entering the land still owned by him; having to cut the timber 
to make room for his cabin which was displaced by a neat frame dwelling a few years 
later. His removal for New Jersey was in an old fashioned high box wagon. The same 
wagon was used in his removal to Indiana twenty years later. Portions of the same vehicle 
are yet to be seen at his old home. After the death of his wife he remained in his old 
home. A faithful attachee of the family, Mrs. Vila Ogel, kept the old place in order until 
the fall of 1891 when age and lack of sight had so enfeebled him that he gave up 
housekeeping and went to live with his daughter Elizabeth Hunter, where the last year of 
his life was passed in peaceful quietude. His funeral took place for Wittenberg Chapel 
just east of his old home Dec. 3, 1892, Rev. Baher officiating. His remains were laid to 
rest in the Farnham cemetery about one mile farther east. Uncle Peter Jennings as he was 
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familiarly known for the past forty years, was a man of even disposition of sterling 
honesty, who could not have been persuaded to have done a wrong. A man whose 
actions the writer has never heard criticised and whose lift the breath of calumny has 
never tainted. Clever and kind to all who knew him, hospitable in the extreme, frugal and 
industrious he gathered a large estate: friendly and affectionate, his children reverenced 
him. He was not a member of any church yet he was a practical christian and his voice 
was heard in prayer and praise both in his own home and in church near by. His was a 
quiet home life and his memory will long be cherished by all who knew him.

Comrade Acton has been faithful in his attendance at Post meeting and has 
willingly helped on all Memorial days or in any manner when he could assist, and the 
comrades are doing what they can to give him comfort in his needy condition. He 
receives only a small pension and has no means. There is a call for articles of bedding, 
such as pillows and blankets. Any assistance given will be a relief to the family and help 
those who are looking after the requirements for immediate relief. Later--Comrade Acton 
died at 9 o’clock Wednesday morning.

J. C. Boyer 
The death of Mr. J. C. Boyer, one of the pioneer business men of this place at his home 
Sunday morning, was a severe blow to the business interest of Waterloo. While at the 
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head of the large dry goods firm of J. C. Boyer & Co., he had become a permanent 
fixture, and many people will miss him. Jeremiah C. Boyer was born in Schuylkill 
county, Penn, April 8, 1820, and died at his home on the corner of Franklin and Jefferson 
streets, Waterloo, Ind., at 8:30 o’clock Sunday morning, August 19, 1906 aged 77 years 3 
months and 20 days. The deceased was one of the foremost business men of Waterloo, 
both in the length of years and the volume of commercial transactions. He was the son of 
Christiopher and Elizabeth (Gotshall) Boyer, native of Pennsylvania and of sturdy 
German extraction. In 1862 he located in Waterloo, since when he has been actively 
engaged in commercial life and associated with every progressive feature of the 
community. In benevolence he has always done his full share, especially in church work 
and the support of the gospel ministry. As a dry goods merchant during the past twenty- 
four years of a successful career, his honesty has never been questioned and his business 
was conducted upon line of commendable integrity and square dealing. Although in 
failing health for a number of years, he managed with a faithful corps of employes, to 
oversee large business interests that had come to him by honest effort and his departure is 
not only a loss to his family but also to the entire community. He was united in marriage 
with Miss Susan Stough at Bucyrus, Ohio, Feb. 5, 1852, to which union no children were 
born, and his wife died in Waterloo Oct. 4, 1901. He was again united in marriage with 
Mrs. Chloe Kennedy, who survives him to mourn her loss. He was reared under the 
nurture of the Lutheran church, but during the pastorate of Rev. J. B. Fowler, in company 
with his wife he united with the first Presbyterian church of Waterloo, in which 
connection he was a faithful communicant until his death, and for many years he has been 
one of the ruling elders of this church. There can be no other place where he will be more 
seriously missed than in the social and spiritual communion of his church. His death was 
not unexpected as his vitality had been so weakened by the diseases that poisoned his 
system, and his last hours were calm and peaceful.

Oh, what strong faith in the Savior’s saving power in the hour of 
dissolution! During the last days of her life she made all the necessary arrangements for 
her funeral, selecting her pastor, text, (twenty-third psalm) ball bearers and singers; also 
the songs to be sung at her funeral. These requests were complied with as near as it was 
possible. She leaves a kind and loving mother, who has so faithfully done her duty in 
caring for her daughter during the long months of her affliction. She also leaves one 
brother and many other friends to mourn her early departure. But they need not mourn as 
for those who have no hope, but may feel assured their loss is her eternal gain. She will 
be missed in the church, in the Sunday school and by her many friends and associates. 
The funeral services were Oct. 22, conducted by Elder Joseph Neil, from the Church of 
God, in the presence of a large audience. Interment in Woodlawn cemetery. (Re: Auburn

Mrs. Samuel W. Ralston, (Eliza Jane Brink) 

From her home in Auburn, Indiana, after a brief illness attended by great suffering. Mrs. 
Ralston’s spirit quitted the earthly tabernacle, which had been her dwelling for almost 
seventy-six years, and by the grace of God, through faith in His Son, our Savior, went to 
her final rest, there to await in peace the second coming of our blessed Lord. Eliza Jane, 
eldest daughter of Abram and Catherine Brink., was born in Cayuga county, New York, 
Oct 7, 1817. While she was still young her parents removed to Ohio, and from their home 
in Plymouth, Eliza Jane, married; Jan. 20, 1834, to Samuel Woodburn Ralston, went out 
with her husband to become the heads of another household. Eight years later, with three 
little children, Helen, Emily and Jackson, Mr. and Mrs. Ralston came to Auburn. They 
arrived Dec. 12, 1842, on Mr. Ralston’s thirty-fifth birthday. Mrs. Ralston was just past 
twenty-five. Most of the early settlers of this region were moral, intelligent, courageous 
and industrious. They came to hew their fortunes out of the mighty forest, to dig them 
from the virgin soil. Their lives were too serious, too full of earnest purpose, and real toil 
to leave them time or taste for empty trivialities. What hardships were to endured, all 
suffered together at first in almost equal measure, but their sympathies were ardent, their 
hospitality unstinted, and if in those early days there was much plain living, there was 
also much high thinking and many happy homes. In September 1843, George came to 
complete Mrs. Ralston’s family circle. In 1848 when he was four years old, Mrs. Ralston 
met with an accident from which she never fully recovered. While returning from a visit 
to Ohio with Mr. Ralston and their two sons, when about two miles east of Mr. Phillip B. 
Nimmon’s, whose wife was Mrs. Ralston’s sister, Mr. Ralston threw himself out of his 
buggy to catch a runaway team behind him, His own horse ran away; he himself was 
knocked down and run over, suffering very serious injuries, and his wife had both legs 
broken. Two weeks later she was carried back to Auburn on a bier, by the strong hands 
of kindly neighbors, of whom James George, whose youngest daughter is now the wife of 
Jackson Ralston, was one. In her own home, Mrs. Ralston came slowly and painfully 
back to active life, but during the remaining forty-five years of her pilgrimage she was 
painfully reminded at times of that ill fated day. In 1855 a great sorrow came to the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Ralston, Helen, the oldest child, who had just completed her twentieth 
year, and who was peculiarly the pride and joy of her parents, left this world and all its 
hopes and joys. A long life like Mrs. Ralston’s must of necessity be-reached by much 
grief, by repeated sorrows. They came to her. Sisters, brother, parents, daughter and 
grand-children, one by one they fell by the wayside, last of all the husband of her youth, 
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with whom she had walked in loving companionship for more than fifty-seven years, was 
stricken down by her side. Then her brave spirit faltered. She could no longer adjust her 
life to it surroundings. The mainspring of joy was gone and henceforth she failed rapidly. 
She was a fond mother, and her children hoped that their love and care might prove a 
staff, which should support her tottering footsteps for years to come, vain the effort. She 
has gone, but she will not be forgotten. For more than fifty years she has been identified 
with Auburn and its interests. The prosperity of her church was dear to her. Hereafter old 
friends will recall her ministering visits to the sick and suffering, her sympathizing 
presence in the house of mourning, every kindly word she spoke, every loving act she did 
will do some thing to hallow her memory. She has gone, but when the dead in Christ 
shall be raised incorruptible, her frail worn body shall come forth to newness of life, 
never more to suffer nor to die.

Albert P. Randle 

Albert P. Randle was born in Sedan, DeKalb county, Indiana, March 18, 1867, and died 
at the home of his parents in Waterloo, August 29, 1893, aged 26 years, 5 months and 11 
days. On Nov. 7, 1891, while at work in the employ of the Lake Shore R. R., he received 
injuries from which he never recovered. He was a kind and affectionate son and brother 
and endeared himself to all his friends by his kind ways, his last words were: “Mother- 
going-home-home.” An infant brother and two sisters preceded him to his home. He 
leaves a father, mother, four brothers and three sisters and many other relatives to mourn 
his loss. The funeral services were held in the U. B. church August 31“ at 3 p.m., by Rev. 
P. L. Browns, pastor of the Evangelical church, the choir furnishing excellent music. The 
remains were laid to rest by the side of his sisters in the beautiful cemetery of Waterloo.

Mr. Mc Dowell had a wide acquaintanceship, 
and was highly regarded. He served his township two terms as trustee, which office he 
filled with ability.

She leaves two sons Abram 
and Joseph, two brothers, one sister, nine children(maybe should be grand children), two 
great grandchildren and many friends to mourn her departure. She was loved and 
respected by all who knew her. Truly our loss is her eternal gain, and we bow in humble 
submission to Him who doeth all things well. The funeral was at Union Chapel, April 13, 
at 2 p.m., the services being conducted by Rev. D. C. Sheldon, and she was laid to rest in 
the Cosper cemetery by the side of her husband.

Samuel Shade 

Samuel Shade was born in Crawford county, Ohio, Nov. 25, 1844 and died March 30, 
1893, aged 48 years, 4 months and 5 days. His childhood and later years of boyhood 
were spent with is parents, who subsequently moved to Paulding county, Ohio, where he 
lived at the beginning of the Civil war. Here we find him the deceased at the stage of 
youthful manhood, only seventeen years old, standing at the shrine of his country’s altar 
offering his services, his life, if necessary, for the preservation of his country and flag. 
He enlisted in the 68" regiment Ohio volunteer infantry, on the 31st day of October, 
1861, for three years or during the war. The regiment was assigned to Grant’s command 
and began services at once in all of the leading battles of that campaign, beginning at 
Shiloh, Murfreesboro, Corinth, the siege of Vicksburg, Donaldson and Fort Fisher. On 
December 10, 1863, after serving more than two years of his time, he again emphasized 
his loyalty by re-enlisting as a veteran for three more years in the same regiment. The 
regiment joined Sherman on the memorable march to the sea, and the battles of Atlanta, 
Kennesaw, Resaca, and Savannah were added to his fiercest engagements of the Civil 
war. At the close of the war he marched with his regiment to Washington and took part 
in the grand review, after which he was mustered out of the service at Louisville, Ky., 
July 10, 1865. He came to Steuben county, making his home with his uncle, David 
Shade, near Custer, Indiana, where he was converted and buried with Christ in baptism. 
He was united in marriage to Emeline F. Houser, Dec. 14, 1871, since which time he has 
resided, in the vicinity of his present home, one mile north of Turkey Creek, In Feb. 
1892, he had an attack of lagrip which, together with disease contracted from exposure to 
army life, resulted in death. He was patient and uncomplaining during a year’s illness, 
and died in triumph of a living faith. While we deeply mourn the loss of a brother, weep 
with the bereaved wife and daughters, we sorrow not as those who have no hope. “For we 
know that if our earthly house of this tabernacle were dissolved we have a building of 
God, an house not made with hands, eternal in the heaven.” The funeral was conducted 
by Rev. Mr. Bumpus at the Custer church Fairfield township, the interment being in Lake 
View cemetery at Kendallville.

Freeman Andrews aged sixty-six, died very suddenly at the home of his daughter, Mrs. J.

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Thursday morning Mrs. Hampshire’s daughter, Violet, went to call her grandfather and 
he did not awaken, at which she shook him and tried to arouse him, but failed. She than 
told her mother and it was discovered that he was dead. Fifteen minutes before that Mrs. 
Hampshire heard him cough, and it is presumed that he died very suddenly, and perhaps 
at the time that he was heard to cough.

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Albert H. Conrad 

Albert H. Conrad, only son of Peter and Catherine Conrad, was born on a farm in Stark 
county, Ohio, August 1, 1861. For more than 30 years of his life he lived in his native 
county. He was married to Josephine Keplinger, June 16, 1872, and to them were born 
four children. One of them, Clifton R., died when he was only seven years of age, the 
other three, Victor H. Conrad of Chicago, Illinois, Mrs. Zoe Davenport of Linton, 
Indiana, and Miss Grace Conrad of Auburn, survive their father, besides there are 
surviving him his wife and five grandchildren. In his boyhood he untied with the 
Evangelical Lutheran church, and on his arrival in Indiana, which occurred in 1882 he 
and his wife united with the Lutheran church in St. Joe where they resided for 13 years. 
In 1897 he again moved his family, this time to Auburn, where he has resided ever since. 
He met his sorrow in this life in losing his father when only eight yeas of age and his 
mother in the year 1890. For a year he has been in failing health, and had been confined 
to the house for a few days, but on Friday afternoon he had gone to this tinshop, but 
returning home he was almost completely exhausted and from then failed rapidly until his 
death which came as a shock to his friends at 5:30 o’clock Saturday evening. This is as he 
would have had it, for he often said he did not want to be sick a long time, and there were 
some dread apprehensions due to a physical condition of which he was conscious.

Besides the 
wife and children, he leaves five grandchildren. The funeral services were held Monday 
afternoon from the home on West Nicholas street. Rev. F. F. Thornburg in charge and 
interment was made in Woodlawn.

Robert N. Crooks 

Mr. Robert N. Crooks, one of the oldest and best known pioneers of the county died at his 
home on Washington street in Waterloo at ten o’clock last Friday forenoon, after having 
been confined to his home for many months, and while he was not sick, but simply was 
wearing out the thread of life that so long held him to the ties of this world. 

Mr. Crooks was one of the best known men of this part of the county. For many years he 
was a prominent figure in the management of the Waterloo fair, which for many years 
was a leading county fair in this part of the state. In addition to that he became identified 
with various business pursuits and for a number of years was connected with the furniture 
business in Waterloo. After disposing of his business interest several years ago he since 
lived a retired life. The funeral was held Sunday afternoon from the U. B. church at two 
o’clock. Rev. H. C. Beauchamp officiated the services. The Waterloo City Lodge No. 
307 F. & A. M., of which the deceased was a member for ore than fifty years, had charge 
of the burial services. The lodge attended in a body and there was good representation of 
the lodge at the service. *His Life History* Robert N. Crooks was born in Trumbull 
county, Ohio, Dec. 9, 1830, and died at his home in Waterloo, Ind., June 29, 1917, aged 
86 years, 6 months and 20 days. In 1836 Mr. Crooks came to DeKalb count with his 
widowed mother and a brother, Thomas, several brothers having previously located in 
DeKalb county and located near Newville. A year and a half later the mother and two 
brother returned to Ohio, and located near Cleveland. Robert, at the age of nine years, 
went on the Great Lakes and worked in various pursuits for thirteen years, being on the 
lakes and the canal. In 1859 he came to DeKalb county, where he settled down and made 
his permanent home. He then bought a farm which was situated on the banks of Cedar 
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creek, a mile and a half southeast of Waterloo, where he built up a homestead that has 
remained in the family ever since. In 1898 Mr. Crooks gave up the farm and moved to 
Waterloo, where he has resided since. In the fall of 1894 Mr. Crooks and John J. 
Lightner formed a partnership in the furniture business, which they conducted until about 
a year later when Mr. Lightner sold out his interests to Mr. Crooks, when he went to 
California for a short time. Mr. Crooks continued the business alone until 1900 when his 
grandson, D. E. Newcomer became a member of the firm. Three years later the firm 
suffered a fire and their location was completely destroyed. As soon as a new building 
could be erected they moved back into the same location and re-established their 
business. In 1909 Mr. Crooks sold out his interests to his son-in-law, Christian 
Newcomer, and then retired from active business. Mr. Crooks was married to Mary A. 
Burdick in 1852, and to this union was born thirteen children, namely: Martha, wife of 
Christian Newcomer, of Waterloo; Mamie, wife of Franklin B. Fretz, of Rochester, now 
deceased; Hattie, wife of George Crowell, of Wilmington township, Mary Rebecca, wife 
of Philip Seiberts, of Auburn; Lucy, wife of John Carper, east of Waterloo; Eudora, wife 
of Isaac McDaniel, of Wilmington township; Laura Belle, wife of Henry Gingrich, of 
Waterloo; Robert Wilson, of Akron, Ohio; Frederick, who lives south of Garrett; Victor 
now living on part of the Crooks homestead; James Burdick, employed on the railroad, 
Dellbert, who lives on part of the homestead; Clyde, who died at the age of thirteen years. 
The mother of these children died when some of them were quite small, and Mr. Crooks 
was again married in 1866 to Mrs. C. Crooks, the widow of his deceased brother. She 
died in September, 1900, and on June 8, 1902 he was again married to Mrs. Ellen 
Denison. Before Union township was divided into two townships, Mr. Crooks for 
fourteen years served as township trustee. In politics he was a democrat but was always 
consistent with his political beliefs and affiliated with the party of his choice. A couple 
of years ago he was received into membership of the U. B. church of Waterloo. For the 
past several years he has been unable to get about much and most of the time was a care 
to his family, who did all they could to make his last days as comfortable and pleasant as 
possible.

Curtis Davis 

Curtis Davis was born in Portage Co., Ohio Dec. 10, 1838 and died at his home in Butler, 
Ind., March 19", 1902. Aged 63 years 3 months 9 days. He was the only son of his 
fathers family, five sisters are living to mourn the loss of an only brother.

He 
was a member of Co. G. 19" Indiana Vol. He was in over forty engagements the 
principal of which were Gainesville, Bull Run, Spotsylvania, Wilderness, Laurel Hill, 
Cold Harbor, North Anna, Petersburg, South Mountain, Fredericksburg, Antictain, 
Fitzhngh Crossing, Gettsburg, Mine Run, Hatchess Run, Weldon Railroad. Five Forks, 
Appamattox. His regiment came out with but 150 officers and men. Co. G. had but only 
13 men left. He had never identified himself with any church., but nearing the last gave 
his heart to Jesus and ask for pardon, joining that army from which there is no discharge. 
Nearly his last words to his daughter was “It is all right and I am nearly ready to go.” His 
last hours were hours of great suffering. Rest soldier rest the battle is over, and thou art 
crowned at last. (Re: DeKalb Herald - Mar. 28, 1903 pg 1 col 4) 
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Mrs. Sarah S. Danks sister of Milton Jones, ex-county recorder and step mother of Mrs. 
Ellen Waterman and Mrs. W. H. Leas, of Waterloo, died at the homes of her brother 
Milton Jones, in Franklin township about 10 o’clock Wednesday evening. The deceased 
was one of a family of ten children and was born in Vermont, 85 years ago. Her parents 
came from a sturdy New England family. In 1834 while still a small child her parents left 
Vermont and settled in Seneca county, Ohio, but not pleased with Ohio they moved to 
Laporte county, 1837, but finally came to DeKalb county in 1840, and settled in Franklin 
township. The Jones home known to every one in Franklin township is a large brick 
house on the Waterloo-Hamilton road. It was in this house that the deceased spent her 
declining days. She had heart trouble and death came suddenly to her Wednesday 
evening.

Oliver P. Smith 

Oliver P. Smith was born at Irvington, N. J., April 3, 1822, and died at Waterloo, Ind., 
March 3, 1896, age 73 years and 11 months. Mr. Smith was married to Sarah Denman at 
Connecticut Farms, Nov. 9, 1845. Nov. 29, 1861, they moved from New Jersey to Flint, 
Steuben county, Indiana, where they resided three months; from there moving to Angola, 
of the same county, where they resided until the spring of 1866, when they moved to 
Waterloo, where they resided until death claimed Mr. Smith. To this couple were born 
seven children, four of whom died in early youth, and three, Israella Arthur, wife of M. 
V. Arthur, of this city, George M. Smith of Kendallville, Ind., and Harriet E. Smith, and 
the aged wife survive him. Deceased had seven grand children and two great grand 
children to whom he was greatly attached. The name of O. P. Smith was a familiar name 
in DeKalb county, from the fact that he was connected with public affairs for the past 
twenty years, having held the office of justice of the peace for the past twenty years, 
which office he filled with credit. In 1891 he was admitted to the DeKalb county bar as a 
member of the legal fraternity. He was also prominently known in the political circles of 
northern Indiana, having been the ardent advocate of the principles of his party faith, He 
had been a member of the Odd Fellow’s order for nearly a quarter of a century and was 
greatly attached to the teaching of this order. As a father and husband he was generous 
and kind and loved his family without ceasing. As a citizen he was inoffensive, sociable 
and genial.

William H. Bachtel 

William H. Bachtel, 62, brother of Township Trustee Bert Bachtel of this place, died at 
about 2:30 o’clock Tuesday morning following a fall from a pear tree, which he suffered 
shortly after noon Monday. For several weeks Mr. Bachtel had not been feeling very 
well, but he had been about his farm work, after dinner Monday he left the house to do 
some chores and then went to a pear three to pick some pears, using a ladder to climb into 
the tree. At one o’clock Mrs. Bachtel went to see how the progress of the work and she 
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found Mr. Bachtel lying beneath the tree where he had fallen. He was unconscious, and 
the left side of his face and shoulder was bruised from the fall. Help was summoned and 
he was taken to the house. Examination of his condition revealed that his left side was 
paralyzed, and the left ribs torn loose from the spine. It is believed that he suffered a 
stroke while in the tree, which caused him to fall. Medical help was called but he 
remained in an unconscious condition until his death at about 2:30 o’clock Tuesday 
morning. There was no indication that he had tried to save himself from the fall, as there 
were no broken limbs or twigs to which he might have grabbed for in case that he was 
conscious when he fell. His death coming so sudden, and becoming the second sudden 
death in this community within a week, caused a gloom of sadness among his friends. 
The funeral will be held from the late home at two o’clock this afternoon, with Rev. C. 
M. Eberly, pastor of the Waterloo U.B. church officiating. Byers & Childs were the 
funeral directors in charge. William H. Bachtel, son of Henry and Matu Bachtel, was 
born at Summit, Ind., March 12, 1863, and died at his home north of Waterloo Oct. 13, 
1925, aged 62 years, 7 months and 1 day. He attended the common schools of the county 
and was reared on his father’s farm. He was united in marriage to Miss Mary J. Walker 
on March 27, 1892. To this union there were born two sons, Harry and Vernon, who with 
the widow survive. One brother and three sisters also survive. After their marriage they 
settled on the farm a mile north of Waterloo where they have resided since. Prior to his 
marriage he taught school for nearly eight years. When a young man he was converted in 
the United Brethren faith. Mr. Bachtel was a member of the Waterloo U. B. church and 
at one time was an active member of the Knights of Pythias lodge of this place. He had a 
large circle of friends who will regret to hear of his death. Mr. Bachtel was a man of good 
standing in the community and had many friends. He was quiet and unassuming and lived 
a life of honor and industry.

Lou Ella (Appleman) Bachtel

The 
deceased was an estimable woman, always ready to greet her friends with a smile and do 
some act of kindness. She was.a favorite among the young people who knew her 
admiration for flowers and many were the people who received bouquets of flowers from 
her garden. For a number of years she has been crippled up with rheumatism and unable 
to get about town, unless taken out in her carriage. For many years she was a familiar 
figure as she was seen in her carriage with her favorite family horse which was in the 
family for over thirty years. Mrs. Chamberlain was fond of her friends and of a very 
loving disposition.

children to the land theretofore entered from the government, in section five in Franklin 
township, DeKalb county where he continued to live until October, 1, 1901, when he 
went to live with his children in Auburn. There were born to this marriage nine children, 
but four of whom are now living. His wife Nancy died January 18, 1857 and in March 
1858 he again married, this time to Elizabeth Brown the youngest sister of his first wife. 
To this union were born six sons, five of whom are still living. Andrew Baxter was of 
hardy Scotch-Irish parentage, and of the nine brothers and sisters, excepting Daniel who 
died from an injury received by a violent fall and John who died many years since in this 
county, of typhoid fever, they all lived to be very old, the average age being more than 80 
years. They were reared in the Presbyterian church and faith, a family of farmers with 
industrious and regular habits, and had their reward in the enjoyment of vigorous health, 
happy dispositions and long life. While the deceased never united with any church, he 
always held the church in great reverence, and never countenanced any comment or 
conduct intended to bring reproach upon Christ or His cause. He has lived more than a 
score of years past the time alloted to man. He will be remembered and missed by many 
whom he has helped and cheered in their earlier struggles for a foothold from which to 
gain an education or livelihood. The remains were buried at Hamilton, at one o’clock, 
Monday December 21 where rest the bodies of his two wives, two children, his mother, 
two sisters and one brother.

Thomas J. Baxter 
The funeral of Thomas J. Baxter, whose death occurred at 6:30 last Thursday morning, 
was held Sunday afternoon from the M. E. church. The service began at 1:30 o’clock, 
and there was a large attendance.

F. No. 221, which order attended in body and had charge of the ritualistic service. The 
members of the D. of R. also attended in a body. Rev. S. F. Harter preached the funeral 
discourse, which was very impressive, and Rev. August Geist, of the Evangelical church, 
assisted in the services. Mr. Baxter had seemingly been in his usual health and during the 
evening prior to his death he was about town and joked in his usual jovial manner. After 
he had gone home he became ill and complained of not feeling at all well at 9:30 o’clock. 
At an early morning hour Dr. Showalter was called and administered to him. He 
complained of being cold and shortly after six o’clock and later decided to put on his 
overcoat so that he would keep warm. As he did so he fell back in his chair dead. Help 
was at once summoned, but all efforts to survive him were of no avail. Mr. Baxter was 
for years a success-full school teacher in this county and taught many terms in Smithfield 
township, where he was reared, and spent most of his life. He had a large circle of 
friends, and he was always on hand when anything was going on, and took an active part 
in public affairs. He was kind and devoted to his family and his death came as a shock to 
them as well as to the entire community. The deceased was justice of the peace for Grant 
township, and in all of he cases that were tried before him he dealt out justice in a fair 
way to all concerned. He believed in being right and standing for the right for nght’s 
sake. His Life—Thomas J. Baxter was born in Smithfield township, Feb. 24, 1853; died 
at his home in Waterloo, Ind., Dec. 16, 1915. Aged 62 years, 9 months and 22 days. He 
was the son of Moses and Sarah Baxter, and was the youngest of a family of twelve 
children—six boys and six girls. His ambition in early life was to become a teacher and 
when about eighteen yeas of age, entered the profession, which he followed for about 
thirty years. He was united in marriage to Margaret Ellen Jackman, July the D7 asco! 
and to this union was born one daughter Frances, who with her mother are called to part 
with a kind and loving husband and father. Mr. Baxter was a hard working man, anxious 
to provide the best he could for his family, and left his farm in 1911 and came to 
Waterloo, in order that the daughter might have the better chance for school. He was of a 
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cheerful disposition and will be greatly missed. While not a member of church, yet he 
was a regular attendant and was always ready to help in the singing, and a zealous worker 
in the Sunday school. Mr. Baxter was a member of the Independent Order of Oddfellows, 
and was the local representative to the last session of the Grand Lodge, at Indianapolis.

The death of Mr. Frank N. Beidler occurred Saturday afternoon at shortly before six 
o’clock, after an illness covering several weeks. His death removes from Waterloo a 
highly respected citizen and a man who was well known for many good qualities. When a 
business man he was always admired because he was a man who could be trusted to deal 
fairly. As a citizens he was respected because he was honorable in the affairs in which he 
was engaged. As a soldier he was loyal to his country and always stood for true 
patriotism. From a religious point he was steadfast in his faith and devoted to his church. 
As a husband and parent he was kind and loving, and as a neighbor was well thought of. 
During his recent illness he made all preparations for his funeral, selecting his sons and 
grandsons for the pall bearers, and selected the text and hymns to be used at the funeral 
services. The funeral was held from the late home Tuesday afternoon at two o’clock, 
Rev. A. LaMar Lamport, of the M. E. church, of which the deceased was a member 
officiating. The interment took place in the Waterloo cemetery on a lot that was selected 
by the deceased some weeks ago. Recently Mr. Beidler realizing that he had but a short 
time to live, wrote a sketch of his life, from which the following is written: Mr. Beidler 
was born on a farm owned by his grandfather, John Beidler, in Holmes county, Ohio, Jan. 
5, 1842, and died at his late home in Waterloo, Ind., June 12, 1930, aged 78 years, 5 
months and 7 days. He came with his parents to DeKalb county, Ind., to the farm 
adjoining the present site of Waterloo, in June 1847, being five years of age. He assisted 
his father in clearing the farm until he was 18 years of age when he started to school to J. 
H. Moore to enable him to become a teacher. During the winter of 1860-1 he taught his 
first term of school in Steuben county, one half mile north of what is now Ashley. In 
1861 2 he taught a select school in Waterloo. In August, 1862 he enlisted in the service of 
his country and served as musician in Co. A 88" Ind. Vol. Inf. until June 7, 1865 when 
he was mustered out with the regiment. In 1865 6 he engaged in teaching school at 
Addison, Mich., and at North Adams, Mich., the following year. On May 2, 1867 he was 
united in marriage to Martha E. Hodges, at Addison, Mich. To this union four sons were 
born, Arthur, Bert, Cary and Fred. The sons and two grandsons, Herbert W. and Marion, 
were selected as the pall bearers, with the members of the G. A. R. as honorary pall 
bearers. After his marriage he and his wife came to Waterloo and began housekeeping, at 
which time Mr. Beidler began clerking for the firm of Stiefel & Kahn. Later he clerked 
for J. Kahn, Kahn & Loewenstein, and Loewenstein & Rothschild. In 1882 he formed a 
partnership with J. C. Boyer under the firm name of Boyer and Beidler, continuing for six 
years, when they divided their stock and Mr. Beidler engaged in the dry goods business 
alone, until 1893, the year of the great panic, when he sold out to Root & McBride. He 
then engaged as a salesman for Schaab Bros. Of Auburn, remaining with them from Oct. 
1893 until March, 1896. In August following he accepted a position with D. L. Leas, and 
continued until October, 1907, when he arranged to assist his son Bert in the shoe 
business at Auburn. His health began to fail at that time and he was forced to retire from 
active business. With his wife they united with the M. E. church of Waterloo during the 
pastorate of Rev. Clark Skinner. During his membership with this church he has served as 
class leader, exhorter, recording steward, delegate to annual conference, Sunday school 
superintendent, church chorister, choir leader, church treasurer and trustee. He became a 
member of Waterloo Post G. A. R. soon after its organization, and held all the principal 
offices of the Post. He held a commission as side de camp on the staff of both 
Commander in Chief, and State Dept. Commander. He served as town trustee two years. 
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In addition to his own army service his youngest son, Fred G., served during the Spanish- 
America war and his oldest grandson, Marion served in the recent World War, being in 
service in France and the youngest grandson, Hebert was also in the World War being 1°

John Beidler 

John Beidler was born in Westmoreland county, Penn., May 15, 1818; died at this home 
in Waterloo, Oct. 4, 1897; aged 70 years, 4 months and 19 days. The deceased was the 
second son of Henry and Nancy Beidler, and when he was two years of age his parents 
moved to Holmes county, Ohio, where they lived the remainder of their lives and where 
the subject of this sketch grew to manhood and was married when 22 years of age to 
Elizabeth Fisher, a native of Holmes county, In the spring of 1847 they left Ohio and 
settled in DeKalb county, Ind., on a tract of wild timbered land adjoining Waterloo on the 
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southwest. This land was entered from the government by his father. There were but few 
inhabitants in the county at that time and pioneer life was lived in the primitive simplicity 
characteristic of the early days. Out of the wilderness he builded good homes and by 
industry and thrift kept pace with the times in which he lived. He leaves surviving him 
the wife of his early choice, five sons and one daughter, viz., Frank F., Solomon, 
Catherine, wife of J. B. Taylor, of Kendallville, Henry, of Elkhart, Hiram W., of Chicago, 
John C., and William S, of Toledo, O. The deceased was a member of the U. B. church 
from the earliest history of that denomination and was a liberal supporter of the same 
adhering to the Radical wing during the recent split in the church. He was in politics a 
republican and in the days of the country’s peril was active as a member of the martial 
band in kindling enthusiasm for this country. He was a good citizen honorable and just in 
all his dealings oftimes oppressed by financial straits or persecutions resulting from 
mistaken confidence, but ever faithful and true to this family and friends. For some years 
he has been unable to do manual labor on account of the overwork of earlier days in 
clearing the forests and building the home and he had arranged some time since for the 
disposition of his estate. His wife has been a great sufferer at intervals of recent years and 
few expected her to survive her husband. The immediate cause of death was a 
complication of heart failure and paralysis of throat, resulting from a weakened 
constitution from stomach disorder. The funeral occurred Wednesday at 10 o’clock from 
the Evangelical church. Rev. D. E. Zechiel, assisted by Rev. Eriougher, officiating, and 
the burial in the Waterloo cemetery, a large congregation assembling to pay the last 
tribute of respect to a honored citizens.

With his regiment Mr. Bowman took part in a number of important 
battles in Tennessee and on the Atlanta campaign followed by Sherman’s famous march 
to the sea, and the campaign up through the Carolinas, after which came the Grand 
Review at Washington the greatest military pageant the world has ever known. He was a 
faithful and courageous soldier having served in more than a score of battles, although 
being wounded twice, was never in the hospital. At the conclusion of hostilities Mr. 
Bowman returned to the home of his parents, at which place he remained, engaging in the 
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saw mill business. He also spent a few years railroading, In 1903 he went to Chicago and 
engaged in the taxi business at which business he remained until forced to give it up 
about one year ago on account of his health. He leaves a wife, three children, Carrie 
Keller, of York, Alabama, Lulu Belmont, and Charlie Bowman Jr., two grand-daughters, 
Lyndale and Georgia Keller, of York Alabama, also three sisters, Mrs. Caroline Sinclair, 
Mrs. Nancy McCague, Mrs. C. E. Montavon, one brother, Frank Bowman, all of 
Waterloo, Ind., also a host of friends and relatives. The funeral was held from his 
boyhood home, the home of his sister, Mrs. C. E. Montavon, on Wednesday morning at 
10 o’clock, with Rev. M. R. Peirce officiating, Burial made in the Waterloo cemetery.

Thomas Kelley 
One of the most remarkable cases of the longevity of life without nourishment is that of 
Mr. Kelley, who died Monday evening. He had taken no solid food, and only a few times 
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liquid nourishment, in a space of fifty-two days. Mr. Kelley was one of the pioneer 
citizens of stalwart physique, and in his earlier days capable of doing much hard labor. 
He was a member of a family of hardy yeomen, and all have passed from the stage of 
action, and new generation now fills the places made vacant by the removal of the fathers 
of the family. For some years Mr. Kelley has not been as active as formerly, and only 
performed lighter work. Thomas Kelley, son of Isaac and Rebecca Kelley, was born Dec. 
20, 1831, in Hancock county, Ohio, and departed this life Sept. 11, 1911, at the home of 
his daughter, Mrs. Valanda Bowman; aged 79 years, 8 months and 22 days. He came to 
DeKalb county, Indiana, with his parents when about thirteen years of age, who located 
near Waterloo in the dense woods, where ague and fever, suffering and want beset them, 
the same as all pioneers, and there were but few advantages for the pioneer’s children. 
Hard work, plain diet and scant clothing were not unknown to such as emigrated then in 
the 40’s. Neither had the children free schools and a truant office to see that they attended 
school as now. But the opposite prevailed. A great deal of hard work and no play fell to 
the lot of the pioneers in those days. The land had to be cleared, homes established, and 
difficult indeed was the task, and many of vicissitudes which fell to the lot of the early 
settler, and because of all these difficulties the boy Thomas, knew but little about 
attending school, and even had he the time, there were no schools available, but he was 
not the kind of a boy to be discouraged by such obstacles. He bravely plunged into his 
labors regardless of his besetments. He was united in marriage to Jane Willey Feb. 17, 
1853, and to this union were born four children, James M., Freeman W., an infant son, 
and one daughter, Valanda. After his marriage he settled on an eighty-acre farm in 
Steuben county, where he remained but a few months, when, in company with his wife 
and young son, he departed for California, by the way of the Isthmus of Panama. Leaving 
New York on the 5™ day of July, 1854, arriving in San Francisco July 27, making the 
long journey in twenty-two days. They spent six and a half years among the mines and 
mountains of that far away state. In the year 1860 he returned to his old home in DeKalb 
county, where he continued to reside until his death. On Feb. 4, 1903, the wife of his 
youth went up from labor to her reward. He was of a kind and genial disposition, a 
favorite with young and old. On every moral question Uncle Tom was always found on 
the side of purity and right. Fearless in rebuking wrong and that which wrong does, yet 
tender and gentle as a mother to those who needed comfort and help. He had a childlike 
faith in god’s word, and a common expression of his was “I want to know the truth, so 
that I may live it.” Stricken with paralysis on the 21* of July, he said I will soon know. 
Again and again he expressed a desire to die, and to him the grim monster had no terrors. 
For fifty-two days he waited patiently for his coming, an on last Monday at 6:30 p.m., his 
patient spirit took its flight. He leaves one daughter, Mrs. W. F. Bowman, two half 
brothers and two half sisters, who reside near Grand Rapids, Mich., also four grand 
children, five great grand children and a host of friends to mourn his departure. Mr. 
Kelley is the last of the original family, and his brothers, Hon. Freeman Kelley and James 
Kelley, his elder brothers, having died several years ago. The services were conducted by 
Rev. Frank P. Overmyer, of the U. B. church, at the home of the daughter of the 
deceased, Mrs. W. F. Bowman, with whom he has made his home for several years past, 
and by whom he was faithfully attended and cared for during his long and weary illness. 
A large attendance at the obsequies testified to the friendship of his neighbors and 
friends.

Mr. Campbell was one of the stalwart men of the township, 
always found on the right side of questions that interested the welfare of the community. 
He was well liked by his associates. In politics he was a republican, and his council was 
always sought in the ranks of his party. As a husband and father he was loved. As a 
citizen he was respected. As a man he was admired. He was one of the charter members 
of Waterloo City Lodge R. & A. M., having held a continuous membership in the lodge 
for over fifty years. On Aug. 25, 1863 he became a member of the DeKalb Lodge No. 
214 at Auburn, and in March, 1864, he was one of the members who organized Waterloo 
City Lodge No. 307. During all the time since the organization of the local lodge he has 
been an active member and one of the best known Masons of the county. To 
commemorate this event twenty-eight Masons went to his home on the 25th day of 
August last to celebrate the event, and present him with a gold pin as a token of 
friendship and loyalty of the members of the lodge. His death removes the last charter 
member of the Waterloo City lodge, and one whose life has always stood for the 
teachings of the order. The funeral was held from the late home Monday afternoon at one 
o’clock. Rev. F. P. Overmyer, of the U. B. church had charge of the service and the burial 
ceremony was conducted by the Masons. At the service Mr. G. T. Abbey, a member of

To this union five children were bor, Frank,, Elnora Hinman, now 
deceased, Albertus, Clark and Thomas. The sons survive, with many other relatives and 
friends. Mrs. Campbell was a member of the Waterloo U. B church, and during the years 
that she was able to attend services she was always earnest in her church duties. She was 
a woman of estimable qualities and had a loving disposition that made her a friend of all 
who made her acquaintance.

James D. Campbell 

James D. Campbell, died Monday morning at his home on Maple street, as a result of 
cancer, of which he had been a sufferer for some time, although not many people knew 
that he was suffering from such a malady. It was only about two weeks that he was 
known to be seriously ill, and during that time he was forced to give up and was confined 
to this home, most of the time not being able to sit up. Mr. Campbell was at one time 
prominently identified with the business interests of Waterloo, and many years ago was 
in partnership with the late J. C. Boyer in conducting a drugstore and in later years 
conducted a drug store in Waterloo alone, and later sold out the business to Solomon 
Beidler. After going out of the drug business Mr. Campbell for a number of years carried 
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on the manufacture of Campbell’s American Catarrh and Asthmas Cure, and also some 
other remedies that he made up, with which he met with considerable success. Later he 
engaged in the buying and selling of elm bark and Prickly Ash berries, and was a large 
shipper of these articles for some years. The funeral services were held from the 
Evangelical church yesterday afternoon at two o’clock, Rev. S. F. Harter, of the M. E. 
church, officiating, and assisted by Rev. August Geist of the Evangelical church. The 
interment took place in the cemetery at Waterloo. Leonidas Lodge Knights of Pythias, of 
which the deceased was a member, was in charge of the funeral service. The funeral was 
largely attended, as Mr. Campbell was well known in and about Waterloo, and he had 
many friends who assembled to pay their last tribute of respect. “Jim” Campbell, as he 
was known has been a familiar name for many years and there was scarcely a child in 
Waterloo that did not know “Jim.” James D. Campbell was born three miles northwest of 
Waterloo, April 1, 1850, and died at his home in Waterloo, Ind., Jan. 29, 1917, aged 66 
years, 9 months and 28 days. He was the son of Abel and Jane Taylor Campbell, who 
came form Stark county, Ohio, in 1844, and settled on the farm northwest of Waterloo. 
When but sixteen years of age the subject of this sketch came to Waterloo, and a year 
later he began to work in a drug store, following the drug line until a few years ago, 
selling out the drug store that he conducted in Waterloo for many years, in 1903. In the 
year 1908, he went to Grabill, Ind., where he opened a drug store and conducted the same 
a short time, when he sold out and returned to Waterloo, where he has since made his 
home. Mr. Campbell was at one time a member of the town council of Waterloo, and also 
served several terms as town treasurer. He was a charter member of the Knights of 
Pythias of Waterloo, and for many years took an active interest in the order. In 1900, 
under the pastorate of Rev. J.B. Belt, he untied with the M. E. church of Waterloo, and 
while he had not been active in the church work he was a faithful attendant at the Sunday 
evening service an frequently expressed his appreciation to the services. He was married 
to Ellen Bachelor, daughter of Amos and Susan Bachelor, who came from Ohio to 
Steuben county. He had one daughter, Morgie, the wife of Samuel L. Goodwin, of this 
place, who did a great deal for the father during his last illness. The deceased leaves one 
sister, Mrs. Ruth Leas, of Angola, who is the only on of the family now left. (Re:

James Chapman 

The death of James Chapman, at two o’clock Sunday morning, came not unexpected, as 
it was know for some days that he was lingering near death’s door and that it would be 
but a question of time that he would pass away, although there was no physical ailment 
that confronted the subject, more than his advanced age and the natural burning out of the 
light of life as it were. Mr. Chapman was a most highly respected citizen, and man of 
exceptional qualities during his life time, and one who had respect for others and always 
made a kindly consideration of those about him. Since he resided in Waterloo, he has 
made many friends and was always a welcome visitor. In was his delight to tell of the 
early days of his life in northeastern Indiana, and of the wonderful development of this 
part of the state from swamps and primeval forests, and of the parts that different ones 
played in the great undertaking. In recalling the pioneer days he told of the old log school 
houses with puncheon floors and greased paper for window panes, the endless woods, 
and of the large number of wild animals that haunted the forests, and how time changed 
things until these same forests are now among the best homes of the state and the lands 
are the best farms around. The funeral services were held from the late home on South 
Wayne street, Tuesday afternoon at two o’clock, and the interment took place in the 
Waterloo cemetery. Rev. S. F. Harter, of the M. E. church, officiating. James Chapman 
was born in Stark county, Ohio, March 23, 1827, and died at his home in Waterloo, Ind., 
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Jan. 28, 1917, aged 89 years, 10 months and 5 days. He was the son of John and Euncie 
(Boyle) Chapman. His father was born probably near Beaver Falls, Pa., and his mother, 
who was also a native of the Keystone state. Was of Irish parentage. After being married 
in their native state they moved to Stark county, Ohio, where their son James was born. 
When he reached the age of seven years his parents moved to that part of Richland 
county, which after ward became Ashland county, Ohio. Here they reared their family 
until October, 1852, they moved to Allen county, Indiana, locating three miles southeast 
of Huntertown, where the parents spent the remainder of their lives. The subject of this 
sketch lived with his parents until he was eighteen years of age and then followed the 
carpenter trade, in which he became an expert mechanic and was very successful, In 
addition to his trade he engaged in buying and selling all kind of live stock and also dealt 
in grain, wool and other commodities. In one year he bought and sold over 120,000 
pounds of wool. And in one year sheared 2,500 sheep which he had bought and shipped 
the wool to eastern markets. In 1884 Mr. Chapman came to Waterloo and bought a farm, 
in the northeast quarter of the south-eastern section of Smithfield township. Where he 
lived until 1903, when he moved to Waterloo, and carried on his farming business from 
here for a number of yeas afterward, until finally retired from active business pursuits 
owing to his advanced age. After living in Waterloo a few years he bought the lot on 
South Wayne street and erected a new and modern home, after his own supervision, 
where he lived at the time of his death. Mr. Chapman was united in marriage on Oct. 28, 
1852 to Nancy Johnson, who was of Scoth-Irish descent. To them were born five 
children, Eunice Josephine, wife of Robert Underwood, Laura, who is unmarried and 
lived with her father until the time of death. Emma Elizabeth, wife of Marshall Lewis, 
George Wilbur, who died at the age of nineteen and Robert, whose death occurred in 
infancy. Mrs. Chapman died in October, 1904, a few months after they moved to 
Waterloo. Politically Mr. Chapman was a democrat during his early life, but after the first 
Lincoln campaign he became a republican, and supported the cause of that party until his 
death, casting his last presidential vote last November. While Mr. Chapman was not a 
member of any church but in recent talks he expressed himself as being favorably 
impressed with the Methodist church and that he felt that his spiritual welfare was taken 
care of. During the last few years of his life his daughter, Laura, was devoted in her 
attention and care for her father, and was ever ready to do anything in her power to make 
her father comfortable and aid in many ways in his life’s enjoyments. (Re: Waterloo

Amanda Childs was born in Holmes county, Ohio, Oct. 8,1828 and died September 26 
1892, at the age of 63 years, 11 months and 18 days. She was married to Willard Childs 
on the 5" day of August, 1858, in Holmes county, Ohio, after which they came to DeKalb 
county, to the home where she died. To them were born two children, who survive her, 
with a number of grandchildren, Sister Childs was a consistent and faithful member of 
the M. E. church for many years pervious to her death, In her decease the community 
loses a choice neighbor, the church and ardent-supporter, and the family a loving mother. 
The funeral service was held at Fairfield Center, Sept. 28, conducted by Rev. T. A. 
Graham, and was attended by a large concourse of friends, which bespeaks the esteem in 
which she was held in the neighborhood. May the Lord raise up some one to fill her place 
in the church and may we learn to follow nearer the Blessed Master in remembering the 
loved ones that have preceded us.

William N. Jones 

William N. Jones was born on the Samuel Jones farm in Franklin Township, DeKalb 
County, Indiana where he has always lived, May 20, 1849, and died January 24, 1906. 
Five years ago he purchased one hundred acres of land, including the buildings off from 
the west side of the old farm. He and his sister, Mrs. Sarah Jones Danks, lived there 
together up to the time of his death, to care for her being a part of the purchase price of 
the property. The deceased was a prominent farmer. He had a great deal of business to 
attend to for the past twenty-five years. His father having received a serious injury many 
years ago when both parents were becoming quite aged and feeble, William, in assisting 
in rebuilding their house found the work proved to be a great trial to both body and mind. 
Very few of his age have done so much. Those of the family who stood the nearest to 
him, sharing those responsibilities realize the many sacrifices which he made. In politics 
he was a staunch Republican. He was nominated for Township Assessor in 1904 and was 
elected by a good majority although the Township was largely Democratic. He had 
served one year of his term. A short time previous to his death he was chosen committee 
man, and any duty assigned to him was cheerfully done and well done, regardless of the 
time and trouble to accomplish the same. About twelve years ago he became quite an 
active member of the U. B. Church in which he continued up to the time of his death, and 
through his influence, hard work and liberal giving the church was moved to Jones’ 
Corners. As a citizen he was respected and loved by all. He was kind and affectionate, 
and was always ready to give aid in sickness and to those who were needy. In his 
dealings he was honest and liberal, to much so, often for his own good. During the Civil 
War he was too young to go into the service, but helped at home to fill the places of his 
three older brothers who were in the service. His mother died in 1883 and his father in 
1887. William never married. He was well known in DeKalb County, as he and his 
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brother, Milton C. Jones followed the occupation of threshers with different kinds of 
threshing machines for a number of years. That and farming on a large scale was too 
much for him and his health gradually failed under such hard labor. For a number of 
years he had been raising and caring for stock and rented his fields in order that he might 
regain his health. On the evening of his death he left his home to make a trip to Butler on 
some official business connected with the Township Assessor’s Office. The roads being 
very muddy he went across the Lake Shore Railroad and being deep in thought a train 
running very fast, perhaps at the rate of a mile a minute, and not making any noise as the 
speed was so great, that he was caught as he was leaving the track and he was instantly 
killed.

Daniel Kimmell, was born in Stark county, Ohio, Oct. 20, 1827; died at his home in 
Ashley, Ind., March 18, 1908, at the age of 80 years, 4 months and 28 days. The deceased 
was reared in his native county where he received such education as was afforded in his 
county at that time. Mr. Kimmel remained with his parents until he grew to manhood. On 
Aug. 29, 1852, he was united in marriage to Miss Lucinda Smith, also a native of Stark 
county, Ohio.

In 1853 Mr. Kimmell with his wife and family, 
came to DeKalb county, Indiana, where he purchased a tract of land of Peter Grogg, in 
Section five of Smithfield township, it being 160 acres in the north part of the county, 
Here he set out to clear twenty-five acres on which to erect a house, where they made 
their home for a number of years until he had the major portion of his farm under 
cultivation, when he completed a commodious farm home and other farm buildings, 
which, with the excellent soil, made him one of the best farms in the county. Mr. 
Kimmell was again untied in marriage on July 7, 1892 to Miss Mary Gonser, who has 
been a faithful wife until his death. In 1902 Mr. Kimmell retired from the farm work and 
sold his farm to David Milks. It was then that Mr. and Mrs. Kimmell moved to Ashley,

county, and as a farmer he was industrious, as a man, honest, with keen perceptibilities, 
possessing such traits of character that made him a man of all men, and he was held in 
high esteem by those who knew him.

John F. Maxson 


John F. Maxson, for fifty-eight years a resident of Waterloo, and the oldest business man 
in town, died at his home on West Lincoln street at shortly after seven o’clock last Friday 
evening at the age of eighty-five years. Mr. Maxson was stricken with paralysis four 
years ago while at his jewelry store one morning, and was taken home where he was 
helpless until the time of his death. After he was stricken with paralysis his son John C. 
Maxson conducted the business until his death on Sept. 27" last, which came as a severe 
shock to the father, and since that time the store has been closed. Mr. Maxson came to 
Waterloo in the early days of the town and was the oldest business man in town at the 
time of his death, although he had not been active in business for several years, the 
burden of the business having been carried by his son. However the business was 
conducted in his name. Mr. Maxson was a jeweler by trade and followed the business 
from the time he first came to Waterloo in 1859 and formed a partnership with Charles 
Bassett, who came to Waterloo at the same time. In all of his dealings he was strictly 
honorable and for many years was known as the reliable jeweler, He was a quiet man, 
unassuming, but a man of excellent principles. John F. Maxson was born at Greenbush, 
near Albany , N. Y., April 4, 1832, and died at his late home in Waterloo, Nov. 17, aged 
85 years, 7 months and 13 days. He was a son of Jehu J. and Luna (Thompkins) Maxson 
his father of Irish and his mother of Scotch descent. In 1836 his parents moved to Jackson 
county, Michigan, and entered a farm from the government. His mother died three years 
later. To this union there were seen children born and after the death of the mother the 
senior Mr. Maxson again married and to the last union there were eleven children born, 
so that the deceased came from a large family. At the time that the subject of this sketch 
was reared he spent his life on a pioneer farm where Indians and wild animals infested 
the country. When he reached twenty-one years of age he started out for himself and 
went to Coldwater, Mich., where he learned the jeweler’s trade of C. H. Thompson. 
While learning his trade he became acquainted with Charles Bassett, then learning his 
trade also. And after completing their apprentice they came to Waterloo in 1859 and 
formed a partnership and engaged in the jeweler’s business which they continued for 
about twenty-five years under the firm name Bassett & Maxson, when the firm was 
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dissolved and each of the partners engaged in the business for themselves. Mr. Maxson 
was united in marriage to Miss Martha Maybee in 1863, and to this union was born four 
children, Mattie, wife of Frank D. Smith, of Butler, John C., deceased, Agnes, of 
Waterloo, and Earl H., who has been a patient at the Easthaven hospital for a number of 
years. Mr. Maxson cast his first vote for John C. Fremont, and was a strong advocate of 
republican principles. He was a member of the U. B. church, of Waterloo, and during his 
younger days was active in church work, but of later years his health has not permitted 
him to enjoy the privileges of the church. The funeral was held from the late home on 
Monday forenoon and the interment took place in the Waterloo cemetery. Rev. H. C.

In 1844 
he removed with his family to DeKalb county, Indiana, and settled near Kepler’s Corners 
in Franklin township, on the farm now occupied by his son-in-law, Jacob Marks, where, 
on March 12, 1868, his wife died. His daughter Catharine died at the same place. In 1864 
he married Elizabeth Showalter relict of John Showalter, and at whose place in Butler he 
has since lived. Mr. smith became afflicted with insanity last summer and was removed 
to the hospital for the insane, but received no benefit therefrom. During his stay there his 
second wife died suddenly, but we believe that his reason never returned to a sufficient 
degree for him to realize it.

He 
had been in ill health for a number of years, and even when free of organic trouble had 
rarely been without pain due to an accident that occurred 17 years ago, when, while 
employed on a road, he was struck by a train at Ligonier, resulting in the amputation of 
one leg. Mr. Jennings was 57 years old having been born April 10, 1864 at Butler, Ind., 
was a soldier of the Spanish-American War, serving in Co. 1 (Waterloo) of the ieee 
Indiana Infantry. He was a member of the Church of Christ (Disciples). Surviving him 
are his wife, Mary Elizabeth Funk Jennings, to who he was married at Waterloo on Dec. 
20, 1888; their son, Ellsworth L. Jennings of Philadelphia, a granddaughter, Katherine 
Jennings of Philadelphia, and a sister, Mrs. D. W. Rifer, of Butler. Mr. and Mrs. 
Jennings went to Elkhart from Butler 21 years ago. The funeral took place Thursday, with 
services at the home at 2 p. m. conducted by Rev. Thomas H. Adams and burial at the 
Prairie Street cemetery.

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A very appalling accident took place a mile and a half west of Corunna Tuesday at about 
12:30 o’clock, when the N. Y. C. train running as second No. 46 struck the automobile 
driven by Reuben Childs, a mail carrier out of Corunna, instantly killing him and 
demolishing the automobile. Mr. Childs had just waited for a west bound train to pass 
and not seeing the east bound train, started to cross the tracks and as he was on the tracks 
the engine struck his automobile squarely in the center and the momentum of the train 
carried the auto on the pilot of the engine for a distance of half a mile before the train 
could stop. Mr. Childs was pinned in the rubbish of the car on the pilot, and save a few 
bruises the body was not mangled. When the train was stopped the body was lifeless, 
indicating that death was instantaneous. The automobile was a total wreck. The mail was 
scattered along the track. Among the mail that remained in the automobile was a setting 
of eggs packed for shipping, there were seven of the eggs unbroken. From the point 
where the accident occurred Mr. Childs had but three miles yet to cover before he would 
have completed his trip for the day. It was his intention to resign his position as rural mail 
carrier in four weeks. The deceased was about forty years of age. He leaves a wife, three 
daughters and one son. The deceased was a son of Mr. and Mrs. Phineas Childs, near 
Corunna, and was a man of exemplary habits. He was a member of the Corunna lodge 
Knights of Pythias, and was an active worker in that lodge. In addition to that he was well 
known in and about Corunna, and had many friends. Mrs. Childs is the daughter of Dan 
Treesh, and was grief stricken on hearing of the accident. The funeral will be held 
tomorrow from the home at 1:30 p. m. James Childs, a brother of the deceased, now in 
the U. S. navy stationed at Montgomery, Ala., wired that he would be home for the 
funeral.

Abraham L. Reinoehl 

At his home in this, Wednesday, June 8, 1892, at 5:30 a. m., Abraham L. Reinoehl age 42 
years. Not since the death of Colonel Dickinson has the Record been called upon to 
chronicle the passing away of a citizen of National City who was so universally known 
and respected as A. L. Reinoehl. He was a man of rare attainments, deep thought and 
pronounced opinion—a man of the people, whose whole soul and being was wrapped up 
in the welfare of his fellow men, He was a reformer of the pronounced type—always 
championing the cause of the weak as against the strong—always on the side of the 
people as against the money power and monopoly. Abraham L. Reinoehl was born on a 
farm near Wooster, Ohio, where he received the meager education, which a country 
school could afford. He early developed a predilection for debate and his natural talents 
were recognized as fitting him for the profession of the law. He was soon recognized as 
an apt scholar in his chosen profession and was admitted to the bar at an early age.

Jay B. Boyer was born in Franklin township, DeKalb county, September 17", 1850, died 
near his birthplace, July QSEEIRR2. aged 31 years, 10 months and 8 days. He had been a 
resident of Ford county, Kansas, for several years excepting a period of a few months 
during the last illness of his father which resulted in death, In March, 1881, he became a 
member of Union Lodge, Knights of Honor, of which he remained a faithful and honored 
member until death. Several months ago he settled his business in view of this near 
departure, since which time he neither, desired or feared death. He was successful in 
business, careful in morals, and well respected by all who knew him. His death was 
expected by his friends and himself also, in the near future, but his sudden departure was 
entirely unexpected. He died without a struggle and in the presence of tender and loving 
friends. His death has pierced with a deep sorrow the hearts of his relatives. The funeral 
services, held at Hamilton and under the control of the Knights of Honor, was the largest 
ever held in that part of the country. The sermon was preached by Rev. W. H. Daniel, of 
Auburn; assisted by Rev. J. G. Slusser, of Hamilton. (Re: Waterloo Press — Aug. 17,

John Brandon 

John Brandon was born near Wheeling, West Virginia, Aug. 14, 1798, and died at his 
home in Auburn, Saturday, Dec. 2, 1882, at the advanced age of 84 years, 3 months, and 
18 days. At an early age he removed with his parents to Steubenville, Ohio, where he 
acquired his education. From thence he removed with his parents to Stark county, Ohio, 
in 1807, which was at that time an unbroken wilderness, with but few white settlers, but 
Indians were quite numerous. In the war of 1812, his father enlisted in the army, leaving 
to him, the eldest son, the care of the family when he was fourteen years of age. He 
taught school when about eighteen years old. In 1825 he married Mary Beard, rearing a 
large family of children. He served as constable a short time and then was elected Justice 
of the Peace, serving in that capacity for eighteen years continuously. He was elected 
sheriff of Stark county in 1841, being commissioned by Thomas Corwin who was 
Governor of Ohio at that time. He was elected a second time without opposition; he was 
commissioned that term by William Shannon, afterward Governor of the Territory of 
Kansas. He removed to DeKalb county in June 1849, settling on the farm on which he 
died. He was elected Commissioner, in 1861, and served his full term of three years. 
During his term of office the present Court house was erected, he and J. M. Brumbeck 
and Amzi Seely constituting the board of Commissioners. He afterwards filled several 
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public positions, having served as deputy appraiser of the county and as assessor of 
Union township. He was, from the time he first settled here, a prominent citizen, always 
taking active part in all that would tend to the prosperity of the community. He 
contributed largely of his means toward the building of Ft. Wayne and Jackson road 
through this place. He was always liberal in his assistance to good works. His wife had 
preceded him to the grave nineteen years, she dying November. 1, 1863. (Re: Waterloo 
Press — Dec. 21, 1882) 


Elizabeth (Britton) Willis 

Elizabeth Jane Britton, was born in Holmes county, Ohio, April 4, 1845, and died at her 
home in Auburn on the 29" day of June 1901, aged 56 years 2 months and 26 days. The 
deceased came with her parents to DeKalb county when but a child in the year 1850, 
where they located on a farm near Corunna. Being the oldest child she shared largely 
with her mother in the care of the younger children and in the arduous duties of a farm 
home, as well as rendering to her father much service in many little out-door duties. She 
was a very studious child and was often found when performing her work of carrying for 
the children with book in hand deeply interested in subjects far beyond the average child 
of her age. She also made the most of her advantages while attending the district school, 
and with the addition of few terms attendance in the higher schools of the county, 
acquired a good common school education, and taught several very successful terms of 
district school, also, assisting in some of the town schools. On Nov. 9", 1865, she was 
united in marriage to Captain M. B. Willis, who had just returned from a four year 
service in the war of the rebellion. They immediately settled on a farm and for ten years 
labored under a depression of prices of farm products with fair success financially, at the 
expense of a broken constitution on her part. In the spring of 1875 they moved to 
Waterloo and resided until the year 1877 when they located in Auburn, engaged in the 
book, stationary, wall paper and notion trade, which was continued for about seventeen 
years, she helping her husband in the store much of the time, but for the past few years 
had tried to refrain from all arduous duties, attending only to the lighter duties of her 
home. She was converted and found Christ a precious Savior in the winter of 1869 and 
was largely instrumental in bringing, not only her husband, children, but others to the 
Savior so precious to her, and in all these years she has been actively engaged in the work 
of the church and Sunday school when health would permit. In the year 1882 she, with 
other ladies of the city, formed what they were pleased to call, “The Ladies Literary Club 
of Auburn,” she having the honor of suggesting the motto adopted by the club of “Live 
and Learn.” In this association she has been a faithful and useful member, to this fact the 
presence of her associates on this occasion bear testimony. Her health had been poor for a 
number of years, many times apparently having been near the crossing of the river, but 
she never until her last illness seemed so fully prepared to go. At the break of day last 
Saturday morning, after a night passed under the influence of opiates, she rallied, called 
her family and friends about her and greeted each with a kiss, a handshake and a 
goodbye, saying “be good to each other and meet me in heaven. Tell the absent ones 
goodbye and to come, too,” then peacefully passed away. She leaves to mourn a 
husband, two sons with their wives, a daughter and husband, three grandchildren, and 
aged mother, two sisters, and one brother with their families, and many of her relatives 
and friends. Finished is now written across the last page of the history of the earth life of 
a good woman. But it is also written of such as she, “Blessed are the dead who die in the 
Lord. They rest from their labor and their works do follow them.” (Re: Auburn Dispatch 
— July 4, 1901) 
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Mary Ann Brown, wife of Joseph Brown, formerly of this place, died at her residence in 
Steuben county, March 6", 1885, aged 49 years. She was converted in her 23d years, and 
became identified with the U. B. church, in which she shared the trials and privations for 
22 years. She was a devoted wife, loving mother, and an earnest christian, highly 
esteemed wherever known. The funeral services, which were held at the Mt. Zion church, 
Steuben circuit, were largely attended. Rev. Lilly officiating, assisted by Rev. J. 
Ransburg, of Pleasant Lake. (Re: Waterloo Press — March 12, 1885 pg 5 col 4) 


Lydia (Tribbey) Buchanan 

Lydia Tribbey Buchanan was born in London county, Virginia, May 11, 1802, and died 
August 30, 1885, aged 83 years, 3 months and 19 days. She emigrated with her parents to 
Wayne now Holmes county, Ohio, 1816, and in 1854 moved to DeKalb county, Indiana. 
She was united in marriage to David Buchanan, Sept. 23, 1824, nearly 61 years ago. Her 
husband preceded her to the grave eleven years, having lived together nearly fifty years. 
She was a member of the Presbyterian church in Ohio for many years, and some years 
after she came to Indiana she united with the U. B. church. It was her desire that she 
might die, from the commencement of her fatal illness. The funeral service took place 
Monday afternoon, Rev. J. W. Lilly, officiating, assisted by Rev. Gerrard, of Corunna. 
Her sons, John, Albert, Leander, George and Manius, who are well known in this county, 
survive her.

Margaret (Kreger) Buchanan 

Margaret Kreger, born in Holmes county, Ohio, March 7, 1840, emigrated to Fairfield 
DeKalb county, Indiana, in 1851, and married George Buchanan April 19, 1866, and died 
in Athens, Tennessee, August 8, 1884, aged 44 years, 5 months, and 1 day. The remains 
were brought home from Tennessee, and the burial took place last Monday in Fairfield, 
Rev. J. S. Tedrow preaching a very able funeral discourse. The bereaved family have the 
sympathies of a large circle of friends. We understand Mr. Buchanan will settle up his 
business in Athens, and return in the near future to DeKalb county. (Re: Waterloo Press —

Mary N. Buckland 

Mary N. Buckland, consort of N. Buckland, was born in Danby, New York, April 22d, 
1839, and died at South Bend, Ind., on Sabbath evening, at 10:30 o’clock, Nov. 29, 1885. 
The deceased came from her New York home, with her husband, and settled in Waterloo, 
Ind., in 1864, where they remained until 1880, when they removed to Kendallville, Ind., 
and a year later to South Bend, where they remained until her death. The deceased united 
with the Congregational church, in Danby, New York and was admitted to the First 
Presbyterian church of Waterloo, on certificate, Nov. 5, 1864, and was transferred to the 
Kendallville church, Dec. 30, 1880. During all these years she was a faithful christian 
woman, and indefatigable worker in the church and Sabbath school, and a careful 
attendant at the sick bed of any neighbor who chanced to need assistance. The testimony 
of all who were intimately acquainted with her, is that she was a most estimable christian 
woman. During the later years of her life, she was a terrible sufferer from that dread 
disease, cancer, which caused her death. The extent of her suffering was such, that, 
although endured with fortitude, almost beyond human endurance, her demise was 
considered a relief, and her intimate friends believing that she was prepared for death, 
could not grieve at her departure. The funeral was conducted by her pastor, Rev. Geo. T. 
Keller, at South Bend, Tuesday a. m. and her remains were brought to this place for 
interment, by her previous request, in the Waterloo cemetery, beside her two infant 
children. The funeral cortege was accompanied from South Bend to this place, by her 
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bereaved husband and eldest son, Charles N., her sister, Mrs. Nellie Patterson, and Rev. 
and Mrs. J. B. Fowler of Elkhart. Mr. Fowler conducted the services at the cemetery. The 
coffin was opened on the lawn in front of Gen. Blair’s residence, and a goodly number of 
her old friends and neighbors who had learned to love and respect her, were permitted to 
take a final view of the remains. The members of I. O. O. F., of which order Mr. 
Buckland is a member, turned out as an escort, and acted as pall bearers. Her pastor 
testified of her faithfulness, up to the hour of death, and her life and death is an evidence 
of the triumph of the christian faith. The surviving members of the family are her 
husband and two sons, Charles N. and Frank E., the two sons are engaged in the 
government printing office at Washington, and are both married, and occupy responsible 
positions in life. Mr. Buckland remained over night with friends, and the other relatives 
returned to South Bend on the evening train, where Mrs. Howell, the mother of the 
deceased, is lying at the point of death, being about eighty years of age. The friends 
desire to express their appreciation of the kindly favors of the Waterloo people during 
their bereavement.

She was married to 
Henry C. Derthick, July 23, 1858, and lived with him till his death in 1875. Th them were 
born seven children, of whom six survive them. She was married to James Burke, in 
Waterloo, June 1, 1889. She died as above stated, the services being held at the Cedar 
Lake church in Smithfield, May 23, the services being conducted by Rev. Mr. Mygrantz, 
pastor of the Evangelical church in Waterloo.

Abraham Buss 

The subject of this sketch was born March 4, 1816, at Mountfield Parish, Sussex, 
England. He died at his home in Fairfield township, DeKalb county, Indiana, April 9, 
1890, his age being 74 years, 1 month and 5 days. He was baptized in childhood 
according to the rites of the Church of England. At the age of 14, he went to live with a 
gentleman named Benjamin Smith, a member of parliament. In company with Mr. Smith, 
he embarked for America on the ship Columbia at Portsmouth, April 1, 1830, and landed 
in New York the 5" of May. His father, his brother William and sister came with them. 
They traveled over New York, seeing places of interest and went to Montreal, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and Washington, returning to New York, whence they went back 
to England, reaching there May 10, 1831. In August, 1841, he left London in company 
with John Butt and Mrs. Delia Butt, the latter being Mr. Buss sister. They reached this 
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country in September. In New York they staid with Mr. Butt’s brother Richard till 
October, when they came to Indiana to look up a home. Then he went back to England, 
and the next year (1842) left that country for the last time. He had traveled over the 
greater part of Europe. In 1849 he went to California and afterwards South America: July 
9, 1852, he was married to Miss Lucy Woodbury, and settled in Fairfield Center. He next 
moved to Iowa, but, returned and about twenty years ago settled on the farm that was his 
home when he died. His wife had died in 1880. He leaves a family of five children to 
mourn his departure, as well as one brother and two sisters. The interment was at 
Waterloo cemetery, Rev. J. H. Elson officiating, Mr. Buss was a man well known and 
respected. He was for some time a resident of Auburn in early days, and helped clear the 
land that is now Main street. Many of the older people here will remember him. (Re:

Mary Ann (McCague) Chaney 

Mary Ann Chaney, daughter of James and Elizabeth McCague, was born in Washington, 
county, Penn., July 6, 1833. Soon after her parents removed to Holmes county, Ohio, and 
in the fall of 1848 they again removed to DeKalb county, Indiana. June 15, 1855, she was 
united in marriage to Nelson Chaney. Soon after they moved on the farm they now own, 
then all in the forest, to begin life. In the year 1866 she united with the United Brethren 
church at Shower’s Corners, since which time she has been a faithful and honored 
member. She departed this life January 15, 1884, aged fifty years, six months and nine 
days. She was the mother of eight children, one of whom preceded her to the better land 
in it’s infancy. A husband, three boys and four girls are left to mourn her loss. She was 
highly respected by all who knew her and much loved by her class mates. The funeral 
services took place on Thursday, at Shower’s church, which was largely attended, Rev.

Jane A. Childs : 

Mrs. Jane A. Childs (widow of the late Bleeker E. Childs) was born May 22, 1819, in 
Camilus?, Onondaga county, New York.

Mrs. Childs came to Indiana in 1847, and lived in Fairfield township 
a few years and then removed to Smithfield. She was well known throughout the county. 
She was the mother of 8 children. Five are living at the present time. Early in life she 
became a member of the Christian church, and was true and faithful to her profession till 
death. It was said that she was without a known enemy in the world. Everyone was her 
friend, and the greatest characteristic of her life was charity for the faults of others. Her 
funeral took place from the residence of her son-in-law, Edward Campbell. Rev. F. F. 
Christine, Pastor of Reformed church officiated. Her remains were convened? to Fairfield 
cemetery by a large concourse of friends. Peace be to her ashes. (Re: Waterloo Press —

Ellen S. (Sanger) Clark 

Died, at Waterloo, Indiana, February 10, 1882, Ellen S. wife of Orlando T. Clark, aged

He became a 
member of the Lutheran church, Dec. 24", 1839, and lived a faithful consistent christian 
life, and by the christians hope was “sustained and soothed by an unfailing trust,” till the 
last moment of his life. He formerly owned a good farm near Barkers chapel, but on 
account of ill health, sold it and removed to Kansas in hope of physical benefit, but 
failing in this, he returned to this county at great pecuniary loss, which evidently 
aggravated his physical infirmities by the depression of mind. He found a welcome and 
pleasant home with his some until death released him. His funeral services were well 
attended by a large concourse of neighbors and friends and were conducted by Dr. Z. W. 
Shepherd, of Waterloo, at Barker’s Chapel, on Tuesday, Jan. 27", after his remains were 
buried in the adjacent cemetery.

On the 
morning of the sixth instant? he was leading a colt past a blind horse in the stable, which 
taking fright began kicking, and one of the blows struck the old gentleman just back and 
a little above the left ear. He fell instantly. His son, Chester, saw the blow and 
immediately bore him to the house, where he lingered from seven a. m. to 8 p. m., when 
he ceased to breath. His funeral was largely attended on last Sunday, at Big Run Chapel. 
Rey. W. O. Butler and the venerable Elder Thomas, conducted the obsequies.

Her last illness was only 
of a few weeks duration, and seemed to be the result of extreme physical nervous 
prostration, but she was fully conscious of approaching dissolution, and gave evidence of 
being prepared to depart in peace.

He had been a great, yet patient sufferer for a year past, and most of the time 
confined to his room with some affection of the kidneys, and on Tuesday was not 
considered in any immediate danger, when suddenly the disease seemed to change and 
locate in the brain and spine, producing frequently spasms, from which he never 
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recovered. From this sad occurrence the young people of the place should take heed and 
remember that “the old must die—the young may die.”

Died at her home at Custer, DeKalb County, Ind., Jan, 8, 1890, aged 56 years, 9 months 
and 22 days. She united with the German Reformed church at Satillio?, Holmes County, 
Ohio, Sept. 14, 1850, pastor, J. G. Zohner. She was united in marriage to George Miser, 
Apr. 22, 1854. To them were born five children, all of which survive her. The funeral 
services were conducted by Rev. Clayton in the M. E. church of Custer, Jan. 10, 1890. A 
large number of friends and neighbors then accompanied the remains to the Fairfield 
cemetery, where we had to say farewell until the resurrection morn. (Re: Auburn Courier

Timothy Y. Dickinson 

Died on Sunday evening, February 12, 1882, in the 44" year of his age. Mr. Dickinson 
was born in Portage county, Ohio, October 3, 1838, and removed to this county with his 
father, the late T. R. Dickinson, in the year 1847. Upon the establishment of a newspaper 
in Auburn, about the year 1852, he commenced learning the trade of a printer, and he 
afterwards worked at this trade in Minnesota, Wisconsin and Fort Wayne. On the first 
Thursday in February, 1859, he published the first number of The Waterloo Press, and 
continued its publication either alone or in connection with the writer until 1865. He 
served one term, about this time, as County School Examiner. Upon the accession of the 
Republican administration in 1861, he was appointed Postmaster of Waterloo, and for a 
time served as Assessor and Collector of Internal Revenue for the county, upon the 
passage of the internal revenue laws during the Rebellion. In the Spring of 1865?, he was 
appointed U. S. Consul to Leipsic, Germany, his commission receiving the last official 
signature of President Lincoln. He served in that capacity for two years, through the 
Austro-Prussian war period, and was removed by President Johnson for political reasons. 
Upon the accession of General Grant to the Presidency, he was appointed to a position in 
the Interior Department at Washington, and served as private Secretary to Commissioner 
Van Aernam of the Pension Office, for some time. After he returned from Washington, 
he was appointed to a Postal Clerkship, and was assigned to work on the through Lake 
Shore line, from Syracuse to Cleveland. The arduous duties of this position, combined 
with his desire to excell in the performance of his duties, broke down a not overstrong 
constitution, and finally, about 2 '% years ago he was compelled to quite work entirely. 
He was held in so high esteem by his Superintendent, that in relieving him he voluntarily 
pledged himself to again place him upon the line, should his health admit. It was soon 
found, however, that he was suffering from what physicians tern “Softening of the brain” 
partial paralysis followed, and in a few months his mind was entirely destroyed. In time it 
became impossible to properly care for him in a private family, and Mrs. Dickinson was 
finally induced to consent to his being taken to the State Asylum for the Insane, at 
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Indianapolis, for care and treatment. This was done about eighteen months ago, and he 
remained there until his death, receiving all the care it is possible to give persons in his 
condition. Mr. Dickinson was married in April 1860, to Miss Juliette D. Fox, of Orland, 
who survives him. There was born to this marriage a son and daughter, both living. 
There is something inexpressibly sad in writing this brief sketch of the life and in some 
sense untimely death of the nearest friend of our youth and early manhood. It can be 
truthfully said of Mr. Dickinson that everything he undertook to do, he tried to do 
thoroughly and well. We believe those who knew him best will testify that in his 
endeavors to meet the performance of duty, he was successful to a much more than 
ordinary degree. The remains were brought to this place for interment, and buried near 
those of his father, mother and sisters. Funeral services were held at the family residence, 
yesterday afternoon, conducted by Elder S. B. Ward, of Auburn, who had known the 
deceased from his childhood. By some unaccountable blander of the telegraph, the first 
dispatch, directing the remains to be sent home, was not delivered to the asylum 
authorities. This delayed the funeral services, and rendered it impossible to give proper 
public notice of the hour at which the services would be held. ( Re: Waterloo Press — Feb.

The remains of Johnny, only son of Mr. and Mrs. John Dills, were laid in their last resting 
place Thursday afternoon. He has been a sufferer for several years but is now freed from 
the sorrows and cares of a sinful world. He sleeps with the everlasting arms of his 
heavenly father about him, until the trumpet shall awake him in the likeness of Him that 
redeemed him, with His own precious blood. The bereaved parents have our earnest 
sympathy in their sorrowful home. May He, ‘who tempers the winds to the shorn lamb, 
so let the comfort of divine grace strengthen and sustain them. (Re: Auburn Courier —

Rhoda (Monroe) Easterday 

Rhoda Monroe was born in DeKalb Co., Ind., near St. Joe, Oct. 1, 1839, and died May 
22, 1901 aged 61 years, 7 months and 22 days. She was married to Samuel Easterday in 
Oct. 1862. To this union were born twelve children, five of them having preceded her to 
the better world. She leaves a kind husband, seven children, ten grandchildren, four 
sisters and one brother to mourn their loss. She has been a member of the German Baptist 
church for about fifteen years, living a faithful christian life. Funeral service at the home 
May 24, conducted by Rev. Gano, with interment at the Nimmons cemetery. (Re: Butler

lives are short at the longest, and a few more years of patient toil and waiting, will re- 
unite us all.

William H. Fisher 
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William H. Fisher died at his home in this place on Sunday, May 20, 1883, in the 41" 
year of his age, He was born in Holmes county, Ohio and came to this county with his 
parents quite, when young, where he resided until his death. He enlisted in the service of 
his country in the late rebellion, and was mustered as a Corporal in Company A of the 
88" Regiment Indiana Volunteers, August 7, 1862. With this organization he served until 
the close of the war, participating in all of its engagements and marches, and was 
mustered out with the regiment June 7, 1865; bearing a commission as Second Lieutenant 
of his company. The uniform respect and esteem in which he was held by his comrades, 
is the best evidence of his worth as a soldier. Soon after his return he discovered his 
health was shattered, and for years, with a vitality that has been surprising, he battled 
against the enemy that finally took his life. The funeral services were held on Tuesday, in 
the United Brethren Church in charge of Waterloo Post No. 52, G. A. R., of which 
organization the deceased was an honored member. The Waterloo Rifles furnished an 
escort and firing party, in command of Lieutenant McCague and Sergeant Waterman; 
appropriate music was furnished by Misses Ryan, Sinclair, Dickinson, Celia Ward, and 
Messrs. Reed, Boyer and Dickinson. An eloquent and touching funeral discourse was 
delivered by Rev. W..O. Butler, after which the large assembly were given an opportunity 
to look upon the mortal remains of the departed soldier. At the cemetery the beautiful and 
impressive ritual of the Grand Army of the Republic was used. (Re: Waterloo Press —

Crawford, Colo., of the death at that post of Edward P. Foltz, son 
of Ex-surveyor A. P. Foltz of this county, He was a member of Co. A, Tenth Regular 
Infantry, now stationed at that point, and had been in the service for several years, having 
enlisted soon after he left this place. A few weeks ago, he sent back to his guardian Mr. 
Henry Hines of this place for a small sum of money that remained his due from his 
mother’s estate. While waiting for it he was taken sick, but at the time it was sent to him 
he was able to write a letter to the editor of this paper acknowledging its receipt. We 
believe this was the last word heard from him. Yesterday, a letter from a comrade came 
to this office, bringing the sad news of his death, it is as follows: Ft. Crawford, Colo., 
Feb. 9, °90—Editor Courier: Will you please inform the friends of Edward Foltz, through 
the Courier of his death while on duty at his post. He was excelled by none as a good 
brave solder, and his loss is felt by all his comrades. He was buried at 1 p. m. to-day with 
all military honors.

Samuel H. Ford 

The funeral of Samuel H. Ford, at Auburn on Friday of last week, was of a novel and 
impressive character. The services were in charge of Co. H 30" Regiment Indiana 
Volunteer Infantry, of which Mr. Ford was a member, thirteen of his old comrades being 
present and acting as pall bearers, DeLong Post No. 67, G. A. R. turned out 60 or 70 
strong in command of Capt. E. D. Hartman. The services were conducted in accordance 
with the ritual of the Grand Army of the Republic, both at the dwelling of Henry W. Ford 
and at the grave. The Waterloo Drum Corps, in charge of Mr. J. M. Kimsey, furnished 
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music—quite a large concourse of people were in attendance. The following is a brief 
biography of the deceased: Samuel H. Ford was born in Savannah, Richland county, O 

on the 5t" of October, 1839; died May 9, 1883, aged 43 years, 7 months and 4 days. Came 
with his parents to DeKalb county, Indiana, in the fall of 1847. Enlisted in Co. H, as 
above, on the 24th of September, 1861; was severely wounded in the neck and arm at the 
battle of Pittsburgh Landing; was furloughed home for a short time, rejoining his 
regiment at Corinth, Miss., after which he served in the siege of Corinth, and battles of 
Triune, Lavergne, Liberty Gap. Stone River and Chickamauga, Was captured by the 
rebels in the last named battle, on 20" day of September, 1863, and taken to Richmond, 
Va.; was in Castle Thunder, on Belle Island, and in Libby Prison, being there so much 
reduced by starvation and disease that to survive seemed impossible. He was sent to the 
exchange hospital at Annapolis, Md.; from which place he was brought home on a 
stretcher by his brother, Dr. Joseph H. Ford, on Christmas Day, 1863. Remaining at home 
until the spring of 1864, he was repeatedly offered a discharge, but as often refused, and 
rejoining his regiment, served to the close of the war, an honest, faithful, brave and true 
soldier, beloved by his comrades and respected by all who knew him. (Re: Waterloo

Nellie Ann (Marks) Forney 

Mrs. Nellie Ann Forney, whose maiden name was Marks, was born in Stark county, 
Ohio, May 7, 1818, and removed to this county with her husband in 1849, was left a 
widow in 1861, with a family of 12 children, 11 of whom she raised to manhood and 
womanhood, one son giving his life to his country during the war of the rebellion.

Her funeral obsequies were attended by a large concourse 
of neighbors and friends, and the services conducted by Dr. Z. W. Shepherd, of Waterloo.

Edward H. Taylor 

Edward H. Taylor was born December 19", 1818, in Lawrence township, Stark county, Ohio, and 
died at Waterloo, Ind., on the morning of Feb. 6" 1885 a few minutes before six o’clock. He was 
the son of John and Margaret Taylor, the former was a native of England, and the latter was born 
in Pennsylvania. He moved from his Ohio home to Franklin township, DeKalb county, Indiana, in 
1847, were he engaged in farming, and was quite successful. In 1876 he removed to Waterloo, 
where he made his home until his death. He broke up housekeeping after the death of his wife, 
February 2, 1882, and lived with his daughter, Mrs. Florence Waterman, until his death. He was 
married to Elizabeth Smith, of Akron, Ohio, 2 Jun 1843. The fruits of this marriage were six 
children, four of whom died in infancy. The two surviving children, Mrs. Frances A. Matson and 
Mrs. Florence E. Waterman, were with him in the last days of his illness, and did all within their 
power to comfort his last moments. The deceased was well known in the county, having been 
prominently associated with its history, although quiet and unassuming, he made friends who 
stood by him, and by whom he was regarded as a man of rare qualities, and one who could be 
relied upon. His honesty of purpose and integrity of character, commends the life he lived, to all 
who survive him, as worthy of consideration. A large assembly attended the funeral services, 
which were held at the residence on Union street, on Sabbath, at 10 % o’clock a. m. and his 
remain were interred by the side of his deceased consort, in the Waterloo Cemetery. Rev. Van 
Slyke read the Scripture lesson, and the discourse was delivered by Rev. C. W. Church, of the M. 
E. Church of Auburn. The speaker in language well suited to the occasion spoke of the deceased, 
as a man that would be a loss to the community, because he was an honest man and a good 
citizen. He followed with a sermon based upon the text, “Let not your heart be troubled.” etc,. 
John, 14" Chap., 1° verse. The discourse was an aide effort, and designed to lead the hearer, to 
place faith in the cross of Christ, as the only hope of safety. He dwelt particularly upon the great 
love of the Heavenly Father, in providing a cross with such a wonderful highth, depth, breadth 
and width, as to include the whole human race. Dr. S. B. Johnston, Mr. Frank N. Beidler, Misses 
Rallie Craine, Aggie Leas, Jessie Espy and Mary Homer, the latter presiding at the piano, 
constituted the choir chosen for the occasion. The pall bearers were, Oris Danks, John Shull, J. C. 
Boyer, Henry Willis, B. B. Long, and R. G. Daniels, all of whom were pioneer settlers in the 
community. The ladies of the Minerva club, of which Mrs. Waterman is a member, took charge 
of the floral offerings. The rooms were tastefully decorated with choice house plants and a sickle 
of cut flowers and vines was laid across two miniature sheaves of wheat on top of the casket. 
Corn in the husk, on a stand near the remains was suggestive of the ripened harvest in the life of 
the deceased.

Elizabeth (Smith) Taylor 

Died, in Waterloo, Indiana, February 2, 1882, Elizabeth Taylor, aged 61 years, 11 months and 11 
days. She was born in Springfield, Summit county, O., February 22, 1820. Was married to E. H. 
Taylor, June 8 1843, with whom she lived happily until her death. With her husband she removed 
to Franklin township, this county, in the spring of 1847; and came to Waterloo in 1877. She was 
the mother of six children, two of whom, with her husband, survive her. Early in life she united 
with the Methodist Episcopal church, but when she came to Indiana, there being no society of the 
church of her choice near, she united with the Wesleyan church, and continued her attendance 
there as long as their meetings were kept up. She was a loving wife, affectionate mother, and kind 
neighbor. Funeral serviced were held on the 3d instant. at the family residence, by Rev. H. J.

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James M. Goetschius 

James McMaster Goetschius was born in Duchess county, N. Y., July 4, 1812, departed this life 
April 25, 1890, aged 77 years, 9 months and 21 days. He was a son of Lewis and Helen 
(McMaster) Goetschius. When three years old, his parents moved to Tioga county, N. Y. and he 
there grew to manhood. In 1833 he married Miss Elizabeth Waterman also of New York. In the 
spring of 1834 he moved to Huron county, Ohio, where the same year his wife died, leaving a 
daughter, now the wife of Daniel Z. Hoffman, of Auburn, Ind. He came to DeKalb county, Ind., 
in the spring of 1836, and entered several tracts of land. On the tract in Butler township, he 
cleared some and built a log cabin. He took jobs of clearing in this and Allen counties, and was 
one of a number who got out timber for the old Wabash canal, then building through Ft. Wayne. 
In 1839 he visited his old home in New York and in May of that year married his second wife, 
Miss Abigail Barnes, who survives him. The same year they moved to their new home among the 
wilds of a new country. In 1850 he crossed the plains to the gold fields of California, and 
remained there about 2 % years engaged in mining. He returned home through Central America 
by the way of isthmus. In the spring of 1856 he sold his farm in Butler township and moved to 
Auburn, where he resided during the summer. An in the fall of the same year bought the farm in 
Richland township where he lived until his death. To the latter union were born ten children but 
six of whom are now living, Helen A. married to Stephen Masters, and lives in Sebastian county, 
Arkansas; Elizabeth, married Jesse Thomas and lives near the home of the deceased; Emily, 
married Thomas Lipsett, and lives in Goshen, Ind.; James Philander, lives in North Dakota; 
Abram Dewitt, lives in Hay’s City, Kansas; Ira Barnes, lives at the old home in Richland 
township. The deceased was an active man held different offices of trust and responsibility, in his 
township and served three terms as county commissioner. He was very prominent in shaping the 
interest of the county, living for the best interest of his family, and always ready to lend a helping 
hand to any one in need. He was never without a kind word, a bright smile, or an act of charity to 
cheer some fellow creature. About five year ago, he was stricken with softening to the brain and 
gradually grew worse until death came and released him from his sufferings. Thus has passed 
away another pioneer. And many, if not all of the pioneers of the few that are left will remember 
with pleasure, the name of James M. Goetschius and recall many ovial and happy moments when — 
in his society.

Catharine Gonser 

Mrs. Catharine Gonser, mother of the County Treasurer, died at her residence, near Hudson, 
Steuben county, Ind., January eS 1879, aged 83 years, 3 months and 29 days. Mrs. Gonser was 
born in Lancaster county, Pennsylvania, September 10, 1795. When but a girl her parents 
removed to the State of Virginia, and from thence to Tuscarawas county, Ohio. Her she was 
joined in marriage to David Gonser in the year 1814. Soon after their marriage her husband was 
drafted into United State service, and served as a soldier in the war with Britian. She removed 
with her husband to DeKalb county, Indiana, in the year 1848, where she resided for many years. 
She was the mother of ten children, nine of whom are yet living, five being residents of DeKalb 
county. She united with the Lutheran church when but fifteen years of age, and lived a consistent 
Christian until her death, a period of over sixty-eight years. Although a great sufferer, she bore 
her affliction with christian fortitude and resignation, and possessed presence of mind to the last 
moment of her life. She could say with the Apostle Paul: “I have fought a good fight, I have 
finished my course, I have kept the faith, henceforth there is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness, which the Lord the righteous Judge shall give me that day.” She fell asleep in Jesus 
without a struggle or murmur. For her to died was gain. Her funeral was attended by a large 
number of sympathetic friends. (Re: Waterloo Press — Jan. 23, 1879) 
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Sarah Grogg, wife of Jacob Grogg, deceased, was born in Stark county, Ohio, February 28, 1816, 
and died in Auburn, December 23, 1893. They were married in 1837, at Canton, O., and to them 
five children were born, two of whom survive them. They came to this county in 1852, and lived 
on the farm three miles from Auburn, till 1869 when they moved to town, where they resided till 
their death. She united with the Lutheran Church in early life, and has been a faithful member 
since, though poor in health for the last two years, prevented her from regular attendance on 
divine worship. She leaves a large circle of relatives and friends to mourn her loss. The services, 
conducted by Rev. J. D. Brosy, were at the Lutheran church, Dec. 27, and interment in Evergreen 
cemetery. (Re: Auburn Courier — Dec. 28, 1893) 


Rev. Emanuel Hall 

Rev. Emanuel Hall was born in Richie County, West Virginia, Jan. 16, 1824; died in Anderson, 
Madison Co., Ind., March 29, 1880, aged 56 years, 2 mos. and 13 days. When only seven years 
old he removed with his father’s family to what is now Kalamazoo Michigan. When his father 
settled in that place there were but three white families living in the village. He built the first 
frame dwelling in the town of Kalamazoo. At the age of eighteen he came to Mishawaka. Here he 
was converted, and soon after entered the christian ministry. Bro. Hall has been a member of the 
North Indiana Conference for 33 years. He exercised his ministry, except one year, in the 
northern part of the State, filling successively the following charges—Auburn, Plymouth, 
Mission, Albion, Lagrange, Lima, Mishawaka, Leesburg, Palestine, Bristol, Angola, Wolcottville, 
Waterloo, Elkhart, Waterloo, Portland, Wolcottville, Orland, Osceola. As a minister he was 
always instructive, clear in his statements of truth, and often eloquent in his appeals. He attended 
carefully and methodically to all the duties of a Methodist preacher, and was truly a man of God 
in every important trust. He was married to Rosannah L. Lamport, daughter of the late Rev. A. M. 
Lamport, in the year 1848, by whom he had two sons, Orpheus and Willie. The circumstances of 
his sickness and death are substantially as follows: Ever since last autumn he has been failing in 
strength and physical vigor. His labors have been attended with great weariness and sometimes 
with utter prostration. On Friday, March 19", he was taken with a chill, and again on Saturday 
and Sabbath also he had chills and fever. On Monday and Tuesday his fever returned. On - 
Wednesday he left the parsonage at Osceola, in company with is son Willie, for a brief visit with 
his brother-in-law, Rev. A. W. Lamport, Anderson, Madison Co., Indiana. His friends were of 
opinion that he ought not to undertake this journey; and tried to dissuade him from his purpose. 
But it is the pronounced judgment of the physicians who attended him during this sickness that 
the journey was not detrimental to him in the least. When he arrived at Anderson, he remarked 
that he felt very much better than when he left home, and the same night wrote a letter to his wife 
in which he recorded the same fact. The following day (Thursday, Mar. 25") his fever returned 
with great violence, insomuch that he became quite delirious, and so remained until within about 
two hours of his death. The best medical skill that could be provided was brought to bear on his 
case. Part of the time there were in attendance five physicians; some of them were with him 
nearly every moment, night and day. But there were difficulties in the case that could not be 
controlled. All night of the Sabbath last, he slept quietly, and seemed better. He awoke at 6 
o’clock on Monday morning, with his consciousness fully restored. Immediately he began sinking 
away. He fully realized his condition, and through grace triumphed gloriously. He called his wife 
to this bed-side and said, “Rosa, is all right?” She replied, “Yes, all is right.” He then repeated 
with great clearness and depth of feeling, the words of Jesus written in St. John, XI, 25:26: “I am 
the resurrection and the lite; he that believeth in me though he were dead yet shall he live. And 
whosoever liveth and believeth in me shall never, never, never die, believest thou this?” To which 
he added--“Amen and amen. After a moment or two of silence he said: “I am that I am, Glory be 
to the Father, Glory be to the Son, and Glory be to the Holy Ghost. Amen, Amen.” Presently he 
looked on his son and said, “Willie, I fall as the King’s Watchman. The camp is ready. March on! 
March on!” this remark had a peculiar meaning to his wife and son, as it found its explanation 
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in their reading and study in connection with the Tabernacle and Camp of Israel. Soon he said to 
his wife, “Rosa, come nearer to me.” She stooped close to his face, and he laid his arm upon her 
neck, and kissed her again and again, and said—“lIts all right. Glory! Glory!” Then he called 
Willie and gave him a like embrace and kiss. The friends in the room then joined in singing ““The 
sweet bye and bye.” He joined in the song, keeping the words and the tune with clearness and 
feeling. When all the family friends had withdrawn from the song, being overcome with emotion, 
he still joined with a young brother, the leader of the Anderson choir, carrying the chorus to the 
end. Then turning to his brother-in-law, the pastor at Anderson, he said—‘‘Wesley, Jesus is my 
life, and he is become my salvation. Glory! Amen.” Then he looked at his own hands and said; 
Earth to earth, and dust to dust, but the spirit shall return to God who gave it. When I am weak 
then I am strong.” At this point he began to sink rapidly, and his words were fainter and more 
difficult to be understood. Within five minutes of his last breath, he repeated the words—“Unto 
him that loved us and washed us from our sins in his own blood, and hath made us kings and 
priests unto God and his Father, to him be glory and dominion forever and ever, Amen. I am the 
beginning and the end, the first and the last, Amen, Amen.” Then, without a sigh or a struggle, he 
looked up and breathed his last, at precisely fifteen minutes past 8 o’clock. The remains were 
brought from Anderson to Mishawaka, on Tuesday, and carried to the residence at A. B. Lamport. 
On Wednesday, at 2 o’clock , the funeral services were held at the M. E. Church, conducted by 
Rev. A. Green__, Presiding Elder of Goshen District. The following ministers participated in the 
services: Rev. F. T. Simpson of Elkhart; Rev. Stewart, of Elkhart Circuit, and Rev. A. Cone, of 
this place. A large concourse of people from Elkhart, Osceola Circuit, Rome City and other 
places, which had formerly been under his pastoral care, together with hundreds of the citizens of 
Mishawaka, followed his remains to the cemetery. Relatives of the deceased were present from 
Three Rivers, Hillsdale and Shelby, in Mich., and from Anderson, Benton, Osceola, and other 
points in Indiana. The services at the church were brief, impressive and very prudently conducted. 
The addresses were timely and the _ excellent, the ladies of Mishawaka did themselves honor 
in the delightful display and arrangement of flowers with which they decorated the pulpit and 
chancel.

Emily Hall 
Mrs. Emily Hall, consort of Jonathan Hall, was born January 18, 1831, in Peru, Auron county, 
Ohio and died at the home of her daughter, Mrs. C. A. Willahan, New Haven, Allen county, 
Indiana, March 11, 1885. Mrs. Hall was married at the age of sixteen to Jonathan Hall, of 
Chatahm, Canada, and the family settled in DeKalb county over thirty years ago. She served as 
postmistress at Uniontown P.O. before Waterloo existed. For sixteen years she has been a 
member of the M. E. church. By her request her remains were taken to Jamestown cemetery, 
Steuben county, Ind., and buried by the side of her husband. She was well known in this vicinity, 
having lived here for over thirty years, and her memory will be cherished by many, who in hours 
of sickness an trial, have received her kindly visits.

Ida (Hall) Olinger

He grew up to young 
manhood where he was born, and was united in marriage to Sarah Ringer on the 26" of May, 
1892. To this union one child, (a son) was born who died when nearly two years old. Shortly after 
their marriage they began to live with Mrs. Hine’s parents, where they have since lived. Mr. 
Hines farmed the place and proved himself a first-class farmer. Before marriage he spent three 
years in the state normal at Bloomington. He became a Christian when quite young and united 
with the M. E. church at Edon, Ohio, and when he removed with his parents to Sedan, transferred 
his membership to the Lutheran church of Sedan, of which church he was a faithful member until 
he removed his membership to the Lutheran church in Auburn, about three years ago. Mr. Hine 
lived a practical Christian life and was a respected citizen of the community.

Jerusha (Chamberlain) Jones 

Waterloo, Ind., Sept. 24" 1884. Mr. Editor.---Sir, having come some three hundred miles, 
accompanied by a sister from Vermont, to pay the last respects to our sister, Jerusha Jones, wife 
of Samuel Jones, it may not be amiss for me to write a few lines for your paper. The deceased 
was a daughter of Swift and Mary Chamberlain, of Monkton, Vt., and of a family of thirteen 
brother and sisters, all of whom have preceded her to the other world, except three, Mrs. D. C. 
Breek, of Cleveland, Ohio, Mrs. Emily Daten, of Monkton, Vt., and myself of Erie conference of 
the M. E. Church, my present pastorate being Millvillage, Pa. Our eldest brother was likewise a 
minister in the Presbyterian church; he finished his life’s work in Brownsville, Texas, some years 
since: Our parents were devout religionists of the Congregational church, and raised their children 
on strictly religious principles, and as might be expected, all of them have made good religious 
profession, and those who have died, have all died in Christ. Our sister was married to Samuel 
Jones fifty years ago last May, in Monkton, Vt., where they lived a while, and then concluded to 
try their fortune in the far west, as it was called. They took their children, accompanied by an 
elder sister, Mrs. Carn, and with horses and lumber wagon came to Newburg, Ohio, tarried there 
a summer, and then went to Sandusky, and spending some three years there, went to LaPorte, 
Indiana, and spent three or four years, and then came to their present home, where they have 
resided ever since. They have had ten children, four of whom preceded her to the other world, 
one of whom served in the late war. She was seventy-two years of age the tenth of July last. For 
fifty-four years she has lived with her now bereaved husband. In all these years her care and labor 
has been for her family.

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John Adams Knott 

John Adams Knott was born Feb. 15, 1858, in Butler township, DeKalb county, Ind., and died at 
his home near Pleasant Lake, Steuben county, Jan. 23, 1890, aged 81 years, 11 months and 8 
days. He moved with his parents to Waterloo, when but six years old, where he attended school 
until competent to teach. He taught several terms, and was subsequently employed by the L. S. & 
M. S. Ry. For a term of years. December 19, 1883, he married Miss Bertha M. Closson, of 
Steuben county, who, with his parents and a brother, are left to bear the loss and shock of his 
sudden death. Naturally possessed of a kind and most unselfish nature, he gathered about him a 
host of friends, wherever he went. Of him most truly, it can be said, “Those loved him most who 
knew him best,” and while we must bow in submission, we feel that “When the mists have 
cleared away, we shall know that God in His wisdom has recalled the-boon His love had given, 
but that while the body slumbers here, the soul is safe in heaven.” The remains were interred 
upon the Closson lot in Pleasant Lake cemetery and the obsequies were largely attended on 
Sabbath, the 26" inst. The pall bearers being from among his friends in Waterloo. A male 
quartette, Messrs. Harper, Reed, Butler and Bert Beidler, also from Waterloo, rendered several 
beautiful selections, excellently, Prof. E. J. Davis presiding at the organ. The facts surrounding 
the accidental death of John A. Knott so far as known are these: On the 23d inst., at about 11, a. 
m. he went to the wood lot on the Closson farm near Pleasant Lake, where he has resided for the 
past three years. He had loaded his wagon with stove wood and upon driving his team out of the 
woods his wagon is supposed to have struck a stump and thrown him forward and on the heels of 
the horses. A wound of the right eye is supposed to have been the result of a kick from the horses. 
His body was found lying upon its face, with the fore wheel of the wagon resting upon the back 
of the neck, in which condition it had lain for over two hours, when it was discovered by a boy 
who had been hunting in the woods, who immediately gave the alarm. Surgical aid was 
summoned but life was believed to have been extinct from the first, as either the wound over the 
eye or the broken neck would indicate, W. O. Butler.

His acquaintance especially with newspaper men 
was extensive and his death leaves a gap in the ranks of the fraternity. His mother departed this 
life about a year ago, and the blow made a great impression on his mind, as he was greatly 
attached to her. He leaves no immediate relative, but his son Joseph, and sister Mary, to mourn 
the loss of one who had proved a kind and indulgent father, and a loving brother.

He settled on 
the farm upon which he resided at the time of his death, four miles north east of Waterloo, in 
Franklin, in the year 1838. He was, therefore, among the earliest pioneers of the county. The 
county then was an unbroken wilderness, containing no villages and no county organization, 
independent of LaGrange. Mr. Matson lived to see fine farms opened, substantial farm buildings 
erected, villages spring up, and railroads traverse almost every township of the country. It does 
not seem possible that as many changes can take place in the next 40 years, yet who can tell? In 
the death of Mr. Matson we are again reminded how few of the men are left who acted as 
pioneers in settling this portion of the State. The funeral services were held in the Reformed 
Church last Sabbath, a large assembly paying their respects to the memory of the deceased.

Mrs. H. Willis prepared to accompany 
her daughter, and about 10 o’clock in the evening another dispatch arrived announcing the death 
of Mrs. H. at one o’clock Monday morning Mr. H. Willis and wife and Mrs. Miller and her 
children started for Bellefontaine. The death of Mrs. H. is a very sad affair. She was a noble 
woman, and in the midst of a happy life, surrounded by a host of friends and a loving family. Her 
demise was caused by Bright’s disease, and was sudden and unexpected, although she had been 
ill for some months. She leaves a devoted husband and two bright children, who feel the loss 
more than words can express. The funeral service was held on Tuesday, at 3 p. m. The flora 
offerings were grand, and the attendance manifested the love and esteem in which she was held 
by her associates.

In her 
fifteenth years she united with the Evangelical Lutheran church, in which she remained faithful to 
the end of her life. She was a lady of amiable disposition, and adorned her life by the practice of 
all social and christian graces. Her funeral obsequies took place on May 21* in the presence of a 
large concourse of friends and neighbors, her pastor.

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Mr. James Bowman. She retained her mind until the last moment, and received the sacred rights 
of the Catholic church, of which she was a honored member, a few moments before her demise. 
Father Bensinger, of Kendallville, her pastor, was in attendance at her death, and delivered the 
sacred rights of the church for the occasion. She was buried in the Waterloo cemetery on 
Wednesday, Father Bensinger conducting the services. By request of the deceased, G. A. R. Post

Daniel Moody 

One by one the frontiersmen of our county are taking their leave and now but few are left to re- 
count the scenes of early days of perils and deprivations that are ever attendant upon the hardy 
pioneer of the great west. The last sad rites were paid to the memory of Daniel Moody, Esq., on 
Friday last, he having departed this life at about six o’clock of the morning of the 7™ inst. In the 
87" year of his age. Mr. Moody was about the first white resident of the county, having 
imigrated hither some forty years ago, “when this was a howling wilderness:” no cultivated fields 
or happy homes, greeting the eyes, nor civilized voices fell upon the ear to cheer the heart with 
joy, but all was desolation in the midst of nature’s luxuriousness. It is a matter worthy of remark 
the indomitable will and perseverance must have entered more largely into the composition of 
these early settlers that is now observable in the various classes that are now populate our county. 
Be this as it may this was their great stock in hand, and to this are we indebted to-day for the 
pleasant homes they now leave, for the more glorious and peaceful one, we trust, that shall last 
during the ceaseless roll of eternity. Far removed from the influence and association of home and 
friends, with nothing but the deep silence of the mighty forest, as their companion, they struck 
the first blows for civilization and improvement, and by Herculean efforts carved out in the depth 
of the wilderness, the rude but comfortable homes, as the first fruits of their labor. And foremost 
among this little band was Father Moody, armed with and iron will and robust constitution, so 
requisite in the attainment of these great results. So inured had he become to theses hardships, 
that at his advanced age indoor employment had no attractions for him, and he even indulged in 
the hope a few days before his death that if he could gain sufficient strength to go our again he 
would recover from the malady that finally caused his death. A few years after his advent, when 
the improvements within the boundaries now forming this county were becoming more general, 
Mr. Moody was still foremost in the rank of solid worth took an active part in the organization of 
the county, and we learn was the second commissioner elected to discharge the duties of that 
office. And later still, advancing with the rapid strides of improvement, he was identified with the 
then great enterprises inaugurated for the good of the whole. Mr. M., was a life long Democrat, 
firm and unyielding in his political views, yet liberal in his expressions to his opponents. He had 
an abiding faith in the great principles enunciated by Jefferson, and often referred to the good old 
days of Jackson and hard money, as the happiest of his life. But now the old man has gone down 
into the great charnel house of time, never more to be seen again by mortal man, but his good 
deed are with us, and his work shall follow him, while his spirit had taken its winged flight to the 
mansion on high, where the faithful enter into the joy of their master and the weary are at rest. Let 
us then as it behooves us, imitate his many virtues, work for the same noble end that he attained 
and receive the same approval from man for many good deeds and from God for an unswerving 
obedience to his divine injunctions. The funeral obsequies were held at the M. E. Church in this 
place, and were conducted by Revs. Ward, Lamport and Baker, the first making a very fine 
discourse, being an old settler himself. The attendance was very large, filling the Church to it 
utmost capacity. (Re: Auburn Courier — Feb. 15, 1872) 


Mary (White) Moody 
Died at Butler, Ind., Jan. 26, 1890, in the 88th year of her age, Mary Moody. Mary White was 
born in Hamiton county, Ohio, Sept., 14, 18209, and was brought up in the neighborhood of 
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William Harrison, president of the United States, and was educated with his children by the same 
private tutor. Her father was Harrison’s land agent and the families were on intimate terms, and as 
a reminder of this friendship with our illustrious statesman and warrior, she possessed at her 
death, the camp chest that did service for the worthy in his campaign of 1812. This relic is now in 
possession of her son. She was married at Cambridge, Guernesey count, Ohio, in 1821 to Peter 
Moody, and removed with him to this county, settling on a farm near Corunna, in 1837, where 
her husband died 12 years ago. Their union was blessed with nine children, five sons and four 
daughters all surviving her. Her remains were taken to Kendallville for interment, the burial place 
of her husband. Her father’s remains lie in the old Harrison vault on the bands of the White Water 
in southern Indiana.

Catharine (Carnes) Mortorff

George H. K. Moss 

The death of George H. K. Moss, so long expected, occurred at his home in Auburn, at 2 o’clock 
Tuesday morning the 2d instant. It is rare indeed, that any one secures the place in the affections 
of the citizens of a county, that Mr. Moss held, with his people, at so early an age. (He was only 
22 at his death). He commenced, life as a clerk in stores, having served in this capacity in most of 
the villages of the county, as well as Edgerton, Ohio. At the breaking out of the war he was too 
young to enlist, but before its close, he volunteered as a private in the 152d Regiment, Indiana 
Volunteers, and served from the organization of the regiment, until it was mustered out, as the 
close of the war. Coming home, we believe he commenced the study of law, in the office of his 
brother-in-law, James E. Rose, Esq., at Butler. Upon the removal of Mr. Rose to the county seat, 
his student opened an office at Butler. Here he was found at work as diligently as he precarious 
health would admit, when the people called him to the county clerkship, in 1874. The election 
contest of that year is fresh in the minds of most of our readers. The almost unknown boy, poor in 
purse and broken in health, made the race against one of the best and most highly esteemed 
citizens of the county. This result was an astonishment to all who had not closely watched the 
campaign, showing that Mr. Moss had a majority of over 100, although his party was beaten in 
the county, nearly 100. He entered upon the discharge of the duties of his office. In November, 
1875, since which time his public life is known to all the people of the county. He had only 
entered upon his second term of office in November last. The above record is sufficient to show 
the esteem in which he was held by those who knew him best. Mr. Moss was a member of 
Apollo Commandery K. T., of Kendallville, of Wm. Hacker Chapter, of this place, and of the 
Blue Lodge, at Auburn. Funeral services will be held to-day, (Thursday) at 2 o’clock p. m. at 
Auburn, in charge of the Masonic bodies to which deceased belonged. The Rifles, of this place, 
will also attend the funeral, with side arms. More general tributes to the memory of Mr. Moss 
will be ready for publications next week. At present, mere words are illy fitted to express the 
general sorrow.

George H. K. Moss was born in Cre_co , Calhoun county, Michigan, June 14, 1848?, and 
removed to his county in 1858?, having lost his father previous to his removal. The funeral 
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services were held at Auburn, on the 4", an announced last week, and were attended by the 
largest assembly of people ever drawn out on a similar occasion in this county. The services were 
held at the Presbyterian church. At the grave the best order prevailed, a detachment of the Rifles 
from this place, in command of Lieut. Patterson, keeping a space about the grave clear for the 
friends, Masonic brethren, bar association, etc. the organized bodies in attendance, included the 
different Masonic bodies, bar association and county officers, and the veteran soldier’s 
association.

Mary (Winterbotham) Mott—Mrs. Egbert B. Mott 

Died at her home north of Auburn, on Wednesday morning Oct. 4, 1893, Mary Winterbotham 
Mott, aged 87 years and 88 months, have been born in Lancashire, England, Feb. 4, 1806. She 
came with her parents in 1811 and during her girlhood lived in Connecticut, Massachusetts, and 
Pennsylvania, and was married in Abingdon, Lazerne county Pa., Dec. 30, 1830, to Egbert 
Bensen Mott, a native of Dutchess county, New York. In 1836, Mr. Mott removed with his wife 
and two sons to Knox county, Ohio, where the younger shortly after died. In 1843, on the 16" 
day of Oct. Mr. Mott with his wife and four children, three sons, and a daughter, arrived in 
Auburn, a very different Auburn then, from the Auburn of to-day. Mr. Mott was the first lawyer 
to settle here; henceforth this was their home. Here they brought up their children to manhood 
and womanhood. Here they lived out their earthly loves. Here they together mourned their brave 
young son Sheridan who, wounded Sept. 20, 1863, at Chickamauga, died in hospital, May 15, 
1864. Sixteen months later, Judge Mott died, but his virtues are still remembered. A man of wide 
reading, remarkable memory, and cool and impartial judgement, he was also that rarer thing, a 
christian gentleman, in word and deed, who set before his fellows the example of a pure and 
blameless life. They, who knew him best in the intimacy of friendship, and in his home, valued 
most highly the steadfastness of purpose and conviction which could not be moved. Such 
character does not come by any accident of birth or chance. It is built up by continual well-doing. 
In the household of which Judge Mott was the head, the business of each day was begun by 
reading the God’s word, and prayer for His blessing. It was, perhaps, not to be wondered at, 
however deplored, that his widow, having lost the arm on which she had leaned so long, and the 
faithful heart which had never disappointed her, should with increasing age and weakness, 
seclude herself more and more from the outer world, to find among the books which she so dearly 
loved, her chief companionship. Those who visited her, found her little changed in her mental 
attitude toward men and things. She was still bright, witty, interested in affairs of state, and her 
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love for her native country burning with as pure a flame as ever, her love for her children and 
friends fond as ever. Mrs. Mott was a member of the P. E. church and died in its communion, 
trusting in the atoning blood of Christ. She left a sister and two brothers, all younger than herself. 
Her brother, Ex-senator J. H. Winterbotham, of Michigan City, Indiana, was connected to Mrs. 
Mott by a double tie, her youngest son, John G. Mott, having married his cousin, Mr. 
Winterbotham’s second daughter. Mrs. Mott’s oldest son Egbert B. Mott, Jr. of Sacramento, Cal., 
died there April 4, 1882. Her only daughter, Mrs. Hodge, widow of Chester P. Hodge and John G. 
Mott, of Michigan City, Ind., survive their mother. Her last months were full of suffering, but 
after a long life, which had seen much joy and many sorrows, our Father took her tired spirit to 
Himself.

George Myers

Jonathan Rummel 

Jonathan Rummel, was born in Portage county, Ohio, Jan. 26, 1836. He was the second son of 
John and Sarah Rummel, natives of Ohio, and of German descent. When he was 8 years old, his 
father died, and he remained with his mother until he was 14 years of age, the greater part of the 
time being devoted to study. At the age of 14 he began to work at the harness maker’s trade, 
which he was obliged to abandon, on the account of ill health. He returned to the farm, and in 
1852 came to Indiana, locating in Wells county. He was variously employed until 1858, when he 
began to work at the painter’s trade, which he followed until the breaking out of the rebellion. 
May 19" 1861, he enlisted in Co. F. 13" Ind. Infantry, the first three years regiment in the state. 
Among the more prominent battles in which he participated, were Petersburg, Jones Run, 
Winchester and Richmond. At Greenbrier Creek, Oct. 3 1861, he was wounded in the right leg 
and disabled for four months. A portion of his term of service, he performed the duties of 
commissary sergeant. He was discharged Sept. 5, 1865, after a service of four years and four 
months. Upon his-return to civil life, he resumed work at the painter’s trade in Ft. Wayne. In 1870 
he moved to Waterloo, and in 1876 accepted the management of the DeKalb county poor farm, to 
which he brought system and industry, bringing order out of chaos and making the farm self 
supporting. Mr. Rummel was married July 13, 1865 to Mary E. daughter of Simon Acker, of 
Portage county, Ohio. And later of Wabash county, Ind. To them have been born six children. But 
one is living, Cora E. Mr. and Mrs. Rummel were members of the Lutheran church, and have 
been for about 23 yeas, he was also a member of the Waterloo lodge, No. 1436, Knights of 
Honor. He departed this life May 9, 1890, age 54 yrs. 3 mos. and 13 days. He was a man who had 
the esteem of all who knew him, and the friendship the people felt for him and his family was 
attested by the great numbers attending the funeral, both of Auburn and Waterloo people. The 
funeral was at the Lutheran church in Auburn, on Sunday, May 11, at 10:30 a. m., the services 
being conducted by Rev. D. F. Kain, the pastor. He was laid to rest in which place a great 
concourse of his old neighbors had gathered to pay him their last tribute of respect.

L. Simpson returning from Kendallville, started to walk from Avilla to Garrett; when within 2 / 
miles west from Garrett on the large trestle west of Frank Clark’s slaughter house, No. 6 over 
took him. Mr. Simpson stepped to one side leaning over, had his head bent toward the engine, 
which struck him in the head taking the top of his head off, then falling down off the trestle about 
18 feet to the bottom. Geo. Bowersox was the engineer, stopped his train and brought him to 
Garrett. He was taken to E. Bre__z undertaker where the inquest was held. Mr. Simpson was 
about 68 yeas of age, he kept a second hand furnishing and repairing shop. The day before he was 
called to Kendallville by his sister on account of sickness. He was a member of the G. A. R. and 
was buried under the auspices of the order. (Re: Auburn Courier — May 15, 1890) 


Laura N. (Chamberlain) Somers 

Laura N. Somers, daughter of Dr. James Chamberlain and wife of John M. Somers, was born 
November 25, 1857, at Auburn, Ind., was married March 2, 1880, at Ypsilanti, Michigan, died 
Aug. 27" , 1884, at 8 a. m., at Waterloo, Ind., Funeral, Friday Aug. 29" 1884, at 3 o’clock p.m., 
at Waterloo. The deceased with her husband had been visiting at Grand Ledge, Mich., for about 
two weeks, and on the way home, was taken ill at Quincy, with neuralgia of the stomach. Miss 
Hettie Brink, Judge and Mrs. McBride, and Dr. Chamberlain, at once hastened to her bedside and 
on Monday her condition appearing to be such as would justify the removal, it was decided to 
bring her home. She bore the fatigue incident to such a journey quite well, an seemed Tuesday 
evening to be resting easily. A speedy recovery was anticipated, but on Wednesday morning she 
became suddenly worse, and in a moment, without hardly a warning, her spirit was wafted away.

Lydia Spangler, daughter of Samuel and Catherine Weaver, was born in Plain township, Stark 
county, Ohio. August 17, 1828, and died at Auburn Junction, Ind., June 26, 1901, aged 72 years, 
10 months and 9 days. Of her three sisters and five brothers only three of the latter, (namely: Eli, 
Hiram H. and Samuel C. Weaver, all of DeKalb county Ind.) still survive her. Her early life, until 
her marriage to Lewis Spangler, was spent on the old Weaver homestead, two miles north of 
Canton, Ohio. At the age of 25, immediately after her marriage, she came to “Auburn, loveliest 
village of the Hoosier plain,” where she devoted forty-four years with her husband and the past 
four years without him to unceasing toil, which was always their greatest pleasure, inasmuch as 
they hoped thus to acquire for their children better advantages than their parents had given them, 
and to secure for themselves a comfortable home for old age when they should get ready to rest. 
Three children were born to them to encourage them in their hope. Of these the first died in 
infancy, the second, Wm. W., alone survived to console them in their great bereavement at the 
blighted life an sad death of the third child, their daughter Ada, with whom all their earthly hopes 
and pleasures were buried, seven years ago, after twelve years of agonizing watching and waiting 
for her récovery which never came.

Jonathan Spencer was born in Brookfield, Madison county, New York, March 9, 1814, where he 
resided until the year 1843, when he came West, finally settling tin Cuyahoga county, Ohio. He 
remained until the spring of 1863, when he removed with his family to this place. Ever since his 
arrival here, we believe, he owned farming land, but he at first engaged in the grocery trade, 
retiring from which he owned and managed the flouring mills for a number of years. After he sold 
the mills, he devoted his time to the management of his farm, continuing his residence in town. 
For business integrity and reliability his name always stood with the best. He was married to Miss 
Electa Rose, December 1, 1851. They had born to them two children, Leora and Lilly, who with 
the wife survive him. He died December, 2, 1883, aged 69 years, 8 months and 23 days, after a 
very brief illness.

Dr. Samuel Stough was born May 20, 1790, at the head waters of the Monongehala, in what is 
now West Virginia, and died, Jun 9", 1885, at the residence of his son, Dr. J. S. Stough, in 
Louisburg, Kansas, where he was buried June 10", his age being 95 yrs. and 20 day. Dr. Stough 
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was a remarkable man, and his memory of the early experience of nearly a century ago, were very 
interesting. After his mother’s death, he was taken to Washington county, Md., at the age of three 
years. Two years later, Dr. Stough’s father, a young man , and four children, one the subject of 
our sketch, crossed the mountains on two horses, to Fayette county, Pa. At this point in his life, he 
remembered up to his death of having tumbled off the snow, and that his father paid him two 
cents to appease the injury and quiet the lamentations consequent thereon. He also remembered 
the curious appearance of their bed chamber that night, when host and hostess, their numerous 
descendents, the traveling company, and a flock of sheep occupied the same apartment. In 1806 
he came to Ohio and settled near New Lisbon, Columbiana county. He traveled through the 
unbroken country while a small squad of settlers from Fayette county came by water on a flat 
bottomed boat, landing at Georgetown, at the mouth of the Little Beaver. The greater part of this 
company located six miles north of New Salem, to which place the Doctor hauled their goods 
through the woods, and the enterprising town of New Salem was then a deserted, forlorn looking 
spot, made up of three or four rough log houses. He assisted in cutting a road through the brush to 
a suitable site for a house and in four days the establishment was ready for occupancy. A log 
house without a chimney, windows, or other conveniences, but “be it ever so homely, there is no 
place like home.” They moved into the house on April 9, 1806, and as they had no beds, he made 
two out of trees before time to retire. In the morning they awoke early to find beds, floor and 
everything covered with snow. For nearly a year following he did not see a bed, table, chair or 
any article of household furniture excepting what he constructed himself out of logs. This was 
before stoves of any kind were known to housekeepers. He brought a quart of apple seeds from 
Fayette county, and dug up the soil with a mattock and planted them as a commencement for an 
orchard. Dr. Stough moved to New Philadelphia, O., in 1815, and in the company with Rev. 
Abraham Snyder, organized the Lutheran church in the place. The latter had studied theology 
only three months and as he was successful, it might prove encouraging to students for the 
ministry of the present day. On their way to church they stopped at John Knisely’s, the man who 
laid out the town of New Philadelphia. The Doctor kept an eye on a daughter of the host, a 
maiden of fourteen, as she prepared supper, and made up his mind to win her for a wife. When 
she was fifteen he concluded to go and tell her his errand. She was alone and at the wash tub, and 
as he was not as self possessed as he expected to be he put off the important question for two 
weeks when he called a gain, and when asked to have his horse put out, he declined saying he had 
only called on an errand the horse was hitched to the fence at daylight the next morning an in less 
than a year, Miss Knisely became Mrs. Dr. Stough. She had a kind loving heart and joined her 
husband in church work, and her memory is preserved by a host of relatives and friends. The Dr. 
and his wife went from New Philadelphia to New Lisbon, a distance of fifty miles, on horseback 
from 9 a. m. until sundown of the same day, carrying his son Jay in a large handkerchief fastened 
around his neck. His wife said she could not have gone a mile farther. These are a few of the 
hardships of his earlier life. In 1833, he moved to Knox county, O., where he educated his 
children at Gambia College. His first wife having died, he was then married to a Miss Elizabeth 
Corpanning in 1836 who also died in 1850. In 1862 he came to Waterloo, Ind., where he passed a 
number of years living with his children. For the past five or six years he has resided with his 
daughter in Chicago and his son in Kansas. He early in life became associated in the Sabbath 
School work, and for a long time was leader of the singing in church. He was a close Bible 
student, and with a remarkable memory he was well versed in Holy writ. His speeches in Sabbath 
School are remembered by many who have grown from boyhood up to manhood. He led a 
consistent christian life and it was especially valuable to the church because of the clearness of 
his faith for so many years, and having the right use of his mind up to the last, he said he was not 
afraid of death. He incurred an attack of pneumonia on May 4", 1885 and for three weeks prior to 
his death he took no food, and had it not been for disease, he perhaps would have lived out the 
century. He was twice married and the father of fifteen children, twelve of whom survive him. He 
lived in six generations, and his descendants number thirty-two grandchildren, and twenty-eight 
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great grandchildren, most of whom are still living. Three boys are dead, Kay, John, who was 
killed at the battle of Winchester, and Samuel, who died of disease contracted in the service while 
member of the 88" Ind. Vols. The given names of the children are respectively, Rush, Mattie, 
Solomon, Lizzie, Jay S., Susan, Charlotte, Kay, Mary, Catherine, Fannie, Samuel, John, Sarah, 
and Flora. Mrs. Dr. Wood, of 3924 Michigan ave., Chicago is the youngest child by the first 
marriage. Th children residing here are Dr. Solomon Stough, Mrs. Henry Willis, and Mrs. Susan 
Boyer. Each member of the family has attained a useful position in society, and all show the 
native ability that so clearly manifested itself in the life of the deceased. (Re: Waterloo Press —

Levi Stoy 

Levi Stoy was born in Tuscarawas County, O., Apr. 4", 1818, died May 21%, 1901, aged 83 years, 
1 month and 17 days. He moved to Stafford township DeKalb county, Ind., Aug. 1844, where he 
lived until 1870, when he moved to Franklin township, DeKalb county, Ind., where he lived until 
his death. He was married to Rosanna Brown, Sept. 7", 1842. To this union were born five 
children, two of whom have preceded him to the better world. Two sons and one daughter remain 
to mourn his loss. He enlisted as a volunteer in the War of the Rebellion in Co. H, 88" Indiana 
Infantry and participated in the battles of Perrysville, Chickamauga and Mission Ridge. At the 
latter battle he received wounds from the effects of which he never recovered. He identified 
himself with the United Brethren in Christ at the age of 18 years, continuing faithful to the Master 
until the end, always living a consistent christian life. The family loses a kind father and the 
neighbors a kind and useful neighbor. Mr. Stoy lived to a good age and saw the country improve, 
school and church houses erected, and was always ready to lend a helping hand and give the best 
of advice to his friends, May God grant that he may meet his loved ones in Heaven. Funeral was 
held Thursday at M. E. church, Hamilton, Rev. Koester, officiating, Interment in Hamilton 
cemetery. (Re: Butler Record — May 31, 1901) 


Mattie Eve Swander

She emigrate from Ohio 30 years ago, and has resided here ever since. She was mush esteemed 
by all who knew her, a Christian for the past 55 years. Funeral at the Mount Pleasant U. B.

At the time of his death he was the only one of the 
original business men of the place, who had remained continuously at this post, from the time the 
town was started. Although he had been confined to his room most of the winter, and for the last 
three or four weeks with little hope that he would ever recover, the news of his death caused a 
painful shock to the community, in which he had lived so long; and he will be missed for many 
years by his friends and business associates. The funeral services were held at the Reformed 
Church, at 10 o’clock yesterday, and the remains were interred in the cemetery at this place.

Dr. A. Bryon Darby 

Dr. A. Bryon Darby, the oldest physician in Waterloo, and for many year a prominent 
figure in DeKalb county, died at his late home in Waterloo at about four o’clock last 
Friday afternoon. His death had been expected for some days, having suffered a stroke of 
paralysis two weeks ago today from which he never rallied. His last illness was very 
serious from the start, and his children were summoned to come home, which they did, 
and all of them were here at the time of his death. For several years he has not enjoyed 
the best of health and a year ago he was very seriously ill for some months, but of late 
seemed to be somewhat on the gain, and was able to ride out, and did so the day before 
he was stricken with paralysis. The funeral was held from the late home at the corner of 
Wayne and Union streets yesterday forenoon. Rev. J. O. Rose, of Angola, officiated at 
the services. A life sketch was read by the Rev. Frank G. Kenyon, editor of the Wauseon 
Triburne, who is a nephew of the deceased. After reading the sketch he paid a beautiful 
tribute on the life and character of the departed relative. Waterloo City Lodge F. & A. M. 
No. 307 attended in body and took charge of the service at the cemetery. The members of 
the DeKalb County Medical Society attended in a body and marched to the cemetery, as 
did a number of doctors from surrounding counties who were present. In the death of Dr. 
Darby Waterloo loses one of the oldest and most respected citizens. A pioneer resident of 
the county and of Waterloo, having been identified with various business interest of the 
town, he had a wide acquaintance, and in his profession he had a very large practice, and 
until his recent illness he frequently had patients call at his home and consult him. For 
several years Dr. Darby was a member of the Board of Trustees of the Waterloo town, 
and he was at one time a member of the school board. About eighteen years ago he 
engaged in the drug business with his son Frank, the latter conducting the drug store 
which has been doing business ever since. Dr. Darby came to Waterloo for the first in 
the fifties and he frequently has told in his reminiscences, that he rode into Waterloo on 
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the first passenger train that ever came to this town. It was at the time of the construction 
of the air line of the N. Y. C. lines, then known as the Michigan Southern and Northern 
Indiana railroad. In the fire of Feb. 12, 1896, Dr. Darby suffered a loss of this drug store 
comer building, and with other business men who pinned their faith in Waterloo he 
rebuilt his portion of the block. He was active in many pursuits, having been interested in 
some farming land, and also took a fancy to fine horses and for many years has kept a 
number of horses. Dr. Darby had many friends over the state, and especially in this part 
of the state he was well known. He was a member of numerous medical societies and was 
always active in all pursuits of his profession during the time that he was engaged in the 
practice of medicine. For several years he has been in failing health and has been forced 
to give up his practice on account of his health. He was for a number of years a member 
of the pension board of examiners. Dr. A. Bryon Darby was born in Fulton county, Ohio, 
Nov. 18, 1839, and died at Waterloo, Ind., April 27, aged 77 years, 5 mos. and 9 days. 
His parents, Samuel Bryant and Sepharna Darby, came from New York state in 1836 and 
settled in Fulton county, the journey being a long and tiresome one and full of danger, 
being made with two yoke of oxen and a lumber wagon. The senior Mr. Darby was 
prominent in building up Fulton county, and became identified with numerous interests. 
He was at first a democrat and when the republican party was organized he allied himself 
with that party. The father died July 15, 1884. The mother died in 1909 at nearly ninety- 
nine years of age, at the home of her son in Waterloo. Dr. Darby received his early 
education in the common school of Fulton county and later attended Alford College at 
Allegany county, N. Y., and later entered Oberlin college, at Oberlin, Ohio, where he did 
teaching and extra work outside of school hours in order to pay his expenses. He decided 
that he would enter the profession of medicine, and at spar moments would study the 
necessary text books. In 1862 and 63 he attended Eclectic Medical College, at Cincinnati, 
Ohio, where he graduated in the spring of ’63. After his graduation he located at Flint, 
Ind., where he formed a partnership with Dr. H. L. Smith, who retired and left Flint at the 
close of the year and Dr. Darby was then the only practicing physician in the village. He 
soon built up a lucrative practice at this place, and after being there a short time came to 
Waterloo, Ind., where he began to practice and remained in Waterloo until the time of his 
death. He was united in marriage to Linda M. Huyck on April 28, 1864. To them three 
children were born, Hadsell B., born June 3, 1865, Frank W., born Feb. 11, 1868, and 
Verna, born Nov. 6, 1878, the wife of C. O. Lampland, who conducted the Lowell 
observatory at Flag Staff, Ariz. Mrs. Darby died Dec. 10, 1900, as the result of being 
severely burned. Dr. Darby was again united in marriage to Miss Minnie Meister of 
Perrysville, Ohio, on Dec. 24, 1913. Politically Dr. Darby was a republican, and in 1900 
he was nominated and elected State senator from DeKalb and Steuben counties, and 
served in the legislature during the session of 1901 and 1903. He filled this position of 
trust with honor to his party and district, and discharged his duties with fidelity. He was a 
member of the Christian church of Waterloo, and at the time of his death was a trustee of 
the church, the organization having been kept up. Although there has been no services 
held in Waterloo church for many years. He was also a member of Waterloo City Lodge 
F. & A. M. No. 307, and also of Leonidas Lodge No. 205, Knights of Phythias. Kind to 
his family and gentle in his home, he was always regarded as a man of high ideals and 
stood for right living. (Re: Waterloo Press — May 3, 1917:

Dr. Duncan with other veterinarians of the county, went to 
Indianapolis two weeks ago Tuesday to take the treatment and found while there that the 
serum could be sent to this county and the veterinarians take the treatment at home as 
well. They then returned and Dr. F. M. Hines, of Auburn, has been administering the 
serum. Dr. Duncan went to Auburn Sunday evening and took his eleventh serum 
treatment, and felt no ill effects of the serum. He returned home and retired as usual, and 
at about 4:30 Monday morning was awakened with a severe pain in his left shoulder. He 
woke his wife and asked her to rub some liniment on the shoulder, and while she was 
administering to him he passed away. Dr. J. E. Showalter was called but arrived after 
death resulted. The cause of death was given out as being heart trouble. The family as 
well as the attending physician do not believe that serum treatment had anything to do 
with hastening his death, as Dr. Duncan had been troubled with some organic difficulty 
for some time, but did not complain of it and apparently did not realize the seriousness of 
it. The funeral will be held from the late home this afternoon at three o’clock and the 
burial will take place in the cemetery at Waterloo. Rev. H. C. Beaucamp of the U. B. 
Church will preach the funeral. William R. Duncan was born in Waterloo, Ind., Dec. 1, 
1881, and died at his home in Waterloo, Oct. 6, 1919, aged 37 years, 10 months and 5 
days. He was a son of Mrs. Louisa Duncan, relict of the late William B. Duncan, and he 
lived with his parents in Waterloo until he grew to manhood, when he started to work on 
a farm, his father having died while he was a small boy. On Oct. 11, he was united in 
marriage to Nina Myres.

Since the 
death of his wife he has made his home with his daughter, Mrs. Cora Stanley, who, with 
her son and daughter, did everything that was possible to make his last days comfortable 
and tenderly cared for him. He followed his trade as a painter for many years during his 
residence in Waterloo, and up until a few years ago when his health failed due to this 
advanced age, that he was forced to retire from active work. The funeral was held at the 
late home at the corner of Railroad and Elm street at 2:30 o’clock Monday afternoon, the 
services were conducted by Rev. A. Geist, and there were a large number of friends who 
assembled at the home to pay their last tribute of respect for the deceased and the bereft 
ones. The burial took place in the family lot in the Waterloo cemetery. The subject of 
this sketch, Alonzo Fausett, son of Nathan and Melinda Fausett, was born at Sherburne, 
Chenango county, New York, November the 20", 1833.

Surviving, besides the wife, are five children, Hubert Fee of 
Waterloo, Kenneth Fee of Elkhart, Mrs. Clifford Duncan, Mrs. Justine Giradot and Mrs. 
Aileen Sherburn, all of Waterloo; two sister, Mrs. Thomas Bohler and Mrs. Clyde Kelley, 
both of Waterloo; 11 grandchildren and eight great grandchildren. Mr. Fee was a 
member of the Masonic lodge, the Easter Star and the E. U. B. church, all of Waterloo. 
The body was removed to the Ettinger funeral home in Waterloo. It was taken to the E. 
U. B. church at 1 p. m. Saturday and services were conducted at 3:30 p. m. Saturday. The 
Rev. Frank Engle, pastor of the church, officiated and burial was made in the Waterloo 
cemetery.

His friends are 
many and all of them will miss him when the season opens for the huckster business. Mr. 
Fee was a member of the Odd Fellows and Rebekahs and was a respected citizen. He was 
a son of Willard Fee. Besides his wife and son, Gerald, he leaves his father, step-mother, 
two brothers, Herb Fee of this place and John Fee, of Souix City, Ia., and three sisters, 
Mrs. Schuyler Trittippo and Mrs. Charles Giles, of South Bend, and Mrs. Wayne Nichols, 
of Waterloo. The entire community sympathizes with the stricken family in their 
affliction. Cyrus J. Fee was born near Waterloo, Ind., Aug. 1876. He was the son of 
Willard and Emma Jane Fee, his mother preceding him in death some years ago. He was 
united in marriage to Effie May Luttman, Oct. 14, 1900. To this union one child was 
born, Gerald Raymond. Mr. Fee was blessed with a very pleasing personality. He was 
charitable with his fellowman, thoughtful for others a good neighbor, an indulgent father 
and husband, having hundreds of friends for whom he is gone but not forgotten. For a 
number of years he and his brother Herbert have been associated in the Huckster business 
and have been very successful, being recognized as one of the successful business firms 
of the community.

Mr. Fee died at his home on North Main street in 
Waterloo, Wednesday evening, Feb. 26, at the age of 42 years 6 months and 8 days.

Peter Fisher 

Peter Fisher died at his home on North Wayne street at 10:40 o’clock Tuesday forenoon 
after being bedfast for about two weeks. While he had taken his bed, yet there seemed to 
be no particular ailment, but he had passed his four score years and with his advanced age 
and hardships of army life during the Civil war, he was unable to meet the physical 
weakness. Mr. Fisher was one of the best known men in Waterloo. For several months 
his friend had noticed that he was failing and just recently he gave up the fight and 
surrendered. The funeral will be held from the late home this afternoon at 2:30 o’clock. 
The Rev. D. A. J. Brown, of the M. E. church, will officiate and the burial will take place 
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in the Waterloo cemetery. Mr. Fisher was a prominent figure in Waterloo since the close 
of the war. For many years in partnership with his brother Solomon Fisher he engaged in 
the clothing and tailoring business in Waterloo. Later he conducted a tailor shop and for a 
number of years was a traveling salesman. Of late years as age crept upon him he was 
unable to carry on his commercial activities. He was well known in Waterloo and 
vicinity. He was always jovial, had a pleasing word for his friends, and was ever ready to 
see the town advance and the people prosper. Surviving are the widow, Paul Fisher, of 
Toledo, and Rose, wife of E. W. Brown of Alliance, Ohio. The children and their families 
will be in attendance at the funeral. Peter Fisher, son of Jacob and Sophia Ishler Fisher, 
deceased was born in Starke county, Ohio, Sept. 17, 1842 and died at his home in 
Waterloo, Indiana, June 12, 1923, aged 80 years, 8 months and 25 days. He settled in 
DeKalb county on March 10, 1865, after his discharge from the army. On July 3, 1867, 
he was united in marriage at Waterloo, Ind. to Lucetta Roarsbaugh, also born in Starke 
county, Ohio, the daughter of Daniel and Elizabeth (Beck) Roarsbaugh. To this union 
was born three children, Alice B., Rosa and Paul. Alice preceded her father in death. 
Comrade Fisher enlisted as a private on Sept. 6, 1861, at Canton, Ohio, when but 19 
years of age. He was later promoted to a corporal of Co. I, 19" O. V. L, 3d Brigade, 1° 
Division, 21‘ army corps. On Dec. 31, 1862 he was wounded in the right breast at the 
battle of Stone River, and for three months was cared for in a hospital at Nashville. At the 
battle of Chickamauga on Sept. 21, 1863, he was taken prisoner and held at Libby, 
Andersonville, Danville, Florence and Charleston. With his regiment he took part in the 
battles of Stone River, Shiloh, Chickamauga, Perryville and several minor engagements, 
receiving his honorable discharge Feb. 17, 1865, at Columbus Ohio. A brother served in 
the Co. I, O.V. I. and was wounded at the battle of Atlanta. Mr. Fisher was educated in 
the common schools at Starke county, Ohio. He was a member of the Waterloo Post No. 
52, G. A. R. He at one time was a member of the town council for Waterloo, and served 
during the years 1881 and 1883. (Re: Waterloo Press — June 14, 1923) 


Lucetta ( Rorebaugh/Roarsbaugh) Fisher 

Mrs. Lucetta Fisher, widow of the late Peter Fisher, died at the home of her daughter, 
Mrs. E. W. Brown, at Alliance, Ohio, last Thursday morning. Mrs. Fisher went there 
about three weeks ago to spend the winter, and just the day before she remarked how well 
she had been feeling. At four o’clock in the morning some members of the family were 
up about the house and at that time Mrs. Fisher seemed to be resting well. At 6:45 when a 
member of the family went to her room she was dead, a stroke of apoplexy having 
stricken her which probably caused her death instantly. A few weeks ago Mrs. Fisher had 
been injured while riding in an automobile and after going to the home of her daughter 
she was treated for the injury which seemed to be in her spine and she had fully 
recovered from the injury and had been her usual health. Thursday morning brought the 
news of her death which came as a shock to her friends here. The remains were brought 
to Waterloo arriving Friday evening on train No. 231. Accompanying them were Mr. and 
Mrs. Brown and their son, Kenneth, and two daughters, Harriette and Ruth. One son, 
Albert, being ill with appendicitis and was unable to make the trip, as he was operated on 
at the Alliance hospital Saturday morning. One son, Paul Brown of Chicago, was to have 
been here Saturday evening. Paul Fisher, wife and son Ranson and daughter Alice, of 
Toledo, Mr. and Mrs. Clayton Quaile and sons Franklin and Charlton, also of Toledo, 
joined them enroute here. Th funeral was held from the home Sunday afternoon at one 
o’clock, Rev. D. A. J. Brown , of the M. E. church officiating. The remains were interred 
in the Waterloo cemetery on the family lot. Mr. Fisher died last June. Among those from 
a distance who came to attend the funeral of Mrs. Fisher were John D. Fisher, of Ft. 
Wayne, Chas. Brown and wife of Chicago, Guy and Harry Brown, of Mt. Clemens, 
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Mich., E. B. Williamson wife and daughter, of Goshen, Mrs. Hugh Carnes, of Toledo, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Clayton Quaile and two sons, of Toledo. Mrs. Fisher was the oldest 
inhabitant of Waterloo at the time of her death, having resided her for the past seventy- 
three years, coming here when she was a small child. The deceased was well known in 
Waterloo, a very pleasant woman, and in her younger days active in the work of the M. 
E. church, of which she was a member and she was also a member of the Daughters of 
the Rebekah. Mrs. Fisher had many friends in Waterloo, and her death removes from the 
community a most loveable character and a woman who has seen the growth of Waterloo 
from the time that it was a mere wilderness to the present day. The parents of Mrs. 
Lucetta Fisher were Daniel and Elizabeth Rorebaugh. There were six children in this 
family, two sons and four daughters. Mr. Fisher being the last one of the family to pass 
away. Marlborough, Stark county, Ohio, will be remembered as her birthplace, and Feb. 
26, 1847, as her birthday. Her parents moved to Waterloo when she was four years of age 
and this has been her home until the time of her passing away. On July 2, 1867, she was 
united in marriage to Peter Fisher, and three children came to this union, Rose, wife of E. 
W. Brown, of Alliance, Ohio, Paul J. Fisher, of Toledo, and Alice, the latter having gone 
on before. On July 22, 1917 Mr. and Mrs. Fisher observed their fiftieth wedding or 
golden anniversary. Just 4 months and six days prior Mr. Fisher preceded his wife in 
death. Her death occurred on Oct. 18, 1923, aged 76 years, 7 months and 22 days. The 
deceased had been.a member of the Waterloo M. E. church for many years. As a life long 
resident she has made many friends in Waterloo. Besides her two children, six 
grandchildren survive. One grandson, Albert Brown, died while waiting for the 
grandmother’s funeral.

Albert Brown 

Just at the time of the death of his grandmother, Mrs. Peter Fisher, at Alliance, Ohio, 
Albert Brown, son of Mr. and Mrs. E. W. Brown, was seriously ill with appendicitis, and 
after the death of Mrs. Fisher and preparation were being made to bring the body to 
Waterloo, the young man was taken to the hospital in Alliance where he was operated on 
Saturday morning for appendicitis. The parents had come to Waterloo with the body for 
the funeral. Before noon on Saturday Mr. Brown received a telegram that this son had 
passed through the operation all right and that there was no need for any alarm. At about 
four o’clock in the afternoon another message came advising them to come to Alliance at 
once, and Mr. and Mrs. Brown and their two sons and two daughters who also come here, 
left on train No.16 for Alliance, but before they reached their home the young man had 
passed away. Paul Brown of Chicago, arrived here on the same train his parents were 
leaving on, and he continued the trip to Alliance. The operation performed was a success 
but a peculiar complication resulted. A stone was found in the appendix, which caused an 
abcess to form, which was removed. A blood clot had formed which later worked its way 
to the heart. Every method known to science was used to keep him alive, but the 
complications baffled the best surgeons that could be secured and death resulted. Albert 
was born in Lafayette, Ind., June 18, 1908 and died at Alliance, Ohio, Oct. 20, 1923, 
being 15 years, 4 months and 2 days of age. When but three weeks old he left Lafayette 
with his parents who moved to Cleveland, Ohio, and later moved to Dunkirk, N. Y., 
Ashtabula, O., Chicago, Ill., and Alliance, O. His father is superintendent of the Alliance 
division of the New York Central Lines, and on account of his official position and 
connection with the railroad has made frequent moves. Albert was a great favorite among 
the boys of his age in Alliance and by his kind and sympathetic conduct toward those 
who were poor and less fortunate he won the admiration of the whole populace of 
Alliance. Perhaps no boy in Alliance was better known and liked than Albert. He made 
friends of old and young alike. The floral tributes sent to their home in Alliance were 
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very elaborate, in fact were so great that all could not be taken into the home and placed 
in the room with the casket, and many of them were sent to the sick in Alliance in 
memory of Albert. Albert was a member of the Union avenue M. E. Church of Alliance, 
and was a regular attendant of Sunday of school. He exemplified trued christan life by his 
daily conduct. His parents, brothers and sisters were terribly shocked by his untimely 
death which came at a time that his parents had planned so bright a future for him in his 
higher education. The young man visited Waterloo many times and he was a great 
favorite of his grandparents. He was an especially bright boy, being fifteen years of age. 
He had many acquaintance here among the boys of his age. He was of very pleasing 
disposition and had many winning ways. The death coming at the time and under such 
condition was an especially sad one, and the many friends of the family in this place, 
extend their deepest sympathy, and many called a the home to show their expressions in a 
personal way. The family have had their hands full of sorrow and their heart are over 
burdened. Telegrams received here, Sunday morning stated that the body would arrive in 
Waterloo yesterday morning for burial. Friends gathered at the depot yesterday and 
escorted the funeral party to the cemetery where the remains were interred beside that of 
his grandmother. Rev. D. A. J. Brown officiated at the grave. After the burial service the 
funeral party assembled at the Fisher home on North Wayne street, where kind neighbors 
had prepared a dinner for them before their return to Alliance on train No. 4, which 
stopped here for them at 12:04. Mr. and Mrs. Brown desire to express their appreciation 
to the many friends and neighbors for their acts of kindness and sympathy. (Re:

Eli G. Flack

She was 
united in marriage with W. B. Fletcher in December, 1906 and since then she lived at the 
home of her parents with her husband, and had personal supervision and care of these 
aged and helpless people. She was educated in the Waterloo schools and an adherent of 
the U. B. church where she was a faithful worker until other cares demanded her 
attention.

At the time Mr. Leger first came to Waterloo he was employed as a section hand on the 
Lake Shore Railroad, and later was promoted to a position in the freight house. The 
funeral was held from the Evangelical church Sunday afternoon at 2:30 o’clock, Rev.

Charles Fulk 

Charles Fulk was born in Wayne county, Ohio, Sept. 16, 1818, and died at his home in 
Union township, DeKalb county, Ind., October 3, 1893, aged 74 years and 17 days. He 
was united in marriage Oct. 5, 1838 to Catherine Loughman, and moved to DeKalb 
county in 1844. To this union were born ten children, seven of whom died in infancy. He 
leaves a wife and three sons surviving him to mourn their loss. He was a pioneer settler 
and had he lived two more days he would have lived with his wife in happy union fifty- 
four years. He had been a member of the Methodist church for many years and reared his 
family under the influence of the Christian religion, always maintaining family worship. 
He had been bedfast for two weeks preceding his death, and suffering great pain, but was 
conscious up to the hour of his death. And his last words were expressive of his faith in 
the religion of his lifetime.

Stephen George was born in Musser county, Penn., Aug. 2, 1846, and died near 
Waterloo, Ind., Dec. 21, 1898, aged 52 years, 4 months and 17 days.

O.V. I. June 8, 1864. His history is that he was a faithful soldier, and was discharged July 
25, 1865. In 1866 he married Miss Sarah Fellers, of Hancock Co., O., who died Mar. 21, 
1875. Two children were born to them, Marion A. and Mrs. Jennie I. Slater, who survive. 
During the summer of 1875, he came to DeKalb Co., and on Dec. 28, 1876, he was 
joined in marriage to Miss Lucy Goodwin, of Waterloo. As a result of this union, Ethel, 
Frank, Glen, Ruth and Charley were born, and remain among us. Thus a faithful wife, his 
mother a sister, four brothers and seven children are bereaved, and mourn a dutiful son, a 
manly brother, a kind father and a tender, faithful husband. His life among us has been 
one of untiring industry, strict economy and perfect probity, being widely known and 
greatly respected. He was converted to the religion of Christ in the U. B. church in 
March, 1878, to which faith he always clung, and died in its triumphs. He became a 
member of the Waterloo Post, No. 52, G. A. R., early in its history and his comrades 
mourn and are shocked by his death, notwithstanding they have seen the work of the fell 
enemy for a year past. During which time he has been a great sufferer; he having so 
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impaired his life force by his army service as to be unable to rally from the repeated 
attacks of his disease. Two brothers from Ohio were present at the funeral, which was 
largely attended, at the U. B. church, conducted by Revs. Yager and Butler. The remains

Allen Gerner 

Allen W. Gerner, aged fifteen years, met an instantaneous death about 9 o’clock last 
Saturday morning on the farm of John Walker, one mile south of Waterloo, when the 
shotgun which he was carrying was accidentally discharged as he was climbing over a 
wire fence, the bullets piercing his heart. The boy is the son of the former editor of the 
Waterloo Dawn. The accident occurred while Allen and his brother Carl, who is eighteen 
years of age, were on a hunting trip. They had barely started upon their expedition at the 
time of the affair. In some way as Allen was climbing the fence the trigger of the gun 
became caught in the wire and the entire load entered his body. The shot inflicted a hole 
about two inches in diameter just above the boy’s heart. His brother rushed to the Walker 
farm and notified the people there. Mr. Walker immediately secured a rig and brought the 
body to Waterloo. Both the boy’s parents are living and he is also survived by one other 
brother besides Carl.

Karl Gerner 

The funeral of the late Karl Gerner, was held at his late home on Thursday afternoon of 
last week. The funeral was under auspices of Waterloo City Lodge F. & A. M. No. 307. 
Judge D. M. Link, of Auburn, delivered a tribute of respect to the deceased, and Rev. W. 
H. Chase gave an invocation. The interment took place in the Waterloo cemetery. There 
were quite a number in attendance, although the day was disagreeable. Mention of Mr. 
Gerner’s death in last Thursday’s Press was somewhat brief on account of space. The 
deceased came to Waterloo during the summer of 1896, and has lived here ever since, 
although for the past six years he has been connected with the Auburn Courier, working 
for the Auburn Printing Co., as the editor of the democratic weekly and of the concern. 
When Mr. Gerner came to Waterloo he looked over the county for an opportunity to start 
a newspaper and seemed to think that there was one open in Waterloo. Encouraged by 
some of the free silverites he began the publication of the Silver Dawn. Later the paper 
was changed to the Dawn, under which name he continued the same until he sold the 
paper to the brewers’ interest and it was made a wet organ in the campaign waged about 
seven years ago. After the wets lost the battle the paper was abandoned, as the 
circulation was very small when it was taken over. After the paper was sold Mr. Gerner 
and wife bought a home here and have lived in Waterloo ever since, he going back and 
forth each day to his work in Auburn. The deceased was born in Adelheim, Baden, 
Germany, January 17, 1854, consequently was in the sixty-second year of his life. He was 
brought by his parents to the United States when three years of age, the family locating in 
Pittsburg, Pa., where Karl was educated in the public schools, later pursuit of an 
education at Meadville, Pa., followed by a course of law in Boston, Mass. after which he 
went to Iowa to engage in the practice of his chosen profession. He went from Iowa to 
Colorado, where he practiced law and served as a United States commissioner for some 
length of time, going from the Centennial state to South Dakota, where he entered a claim 
near Iroquois. He took a prominent part in shaping the affairs of that territory prior to its 
admission into the Union as a state, and was a member of the first state legislature of 
South Dakota. He engaged in the newspaper business after retiring from the legislature, 
being one of the founders of the Iroquois chief. The deceased leaves a wife, and two 
sons, Karl Jr., and Harold. Mr. Gerner was a member of Waterloo City Lodge F. & A. M. 
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and also of the Fortnigthtly Club. During the time that he has lived in Waterloo he has 
been identified with the democratic party, and has at times been very active in that party. 
He was defeated as a candidate for county assessor at the recent primary. (Re: Waterloo

A heavy limb fell on his head and 
crushed the skull above his eye. The young man was rendered unconscious and he was 
rushed to the Sacred Heart Hospital in Garrett, where the skull was adjusted and a good 
size piece removed. Since he has been slowly improving and it is believed that he will 
recover. The young man is a brother of Mrs. Columbus Johnson, who lives near 
Waterloo.

Wm. Getts, who formerly lived north of town, died at the home of his parents in Fairfield 
township last Saturday night, as a result of the injuries, sustained just two months prior 
by a tree falling on him, crushing his skull.

Prentiss Gill 

Prentiss Gill, the oldest active business man in Waterloo, did at his home on North 
Wayne street at 11:30 yesterday forenoon. Mr. Gill’s death was very sudden, and his 
death came as a shock to the community. Mr. Gill was in his eightieth year, and was 
about his business as usual yesterday morning, when at about ten o’clock he felt a severe 
pain near his heart and went to his home which is first door north of his harness shop. Dr. 
Showalter was summoned and administered a hypodermic injection to relieve him of his 
pain. He continued to grow worse and at 11:30 was dead. Mr. Gill was born in Summit 
county, Ohio, Dec. 29, 1839, and came to Waterloo in 1870. Here he worked at the 
harness trade and after the death of his employer, Wm. Wallace, a number of years ago, 
he became proprietor of the harness shop on North Wayne street. He conducted the 
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harness shop without any help up until his death. He was a veteran of the Civil war and 
he served four years in the service. He was twice married, the first marriage resulting in 
the birth of three children, Mrs. J. S. Kennedy, of Waterloo, Mrs. Jessie Bartlett, of 
Elkhart, and Lloyd Gill, who has been employed as a clerk in Day’s hardware store. One 
child was born to the second marriage, but died in infancy. Mr. Gill was an honored 
citizen, a well read man, and always conversant on all leading topics of the day. He was 
well known and was a pioneer in the harness trade. The funeral will be held from the M. 
E. church tomorrow afternoon at three o’clock, and the interment will take place in the 
Waterloo cemetery.

Herman Grueter 

Mr. Herman Grueter passed away at the home of his sister, Mr. and Mrs. John J. Wittmer 
at 9:30 o’clock Sunday forenoon, after a continued illness of about eight weeks. Before 
he retired from the grocery business last fall he began to fail but made no complaint, and 
thought by getting out of the store he could fine some pleasure and gradually recuperate 
his health. Instead he began to fail and has been a sufferer much of the time since his 
retirement, although even his most intimate friends did not know how serious he was. 
Early in January he found that it was necessary for him to call a physician and since that 
time he gradually failed when it became known to him that Bright’s disease had taken 
hold and with a complication of ailments, all effort to fine relief was of no avail. As had 
been his custom for years he stayed nights at the home of his sister, Mrs. Wittmer, and 
here he was taken to this bed and the tender and the loving care over him was constant by 
the members of the Wittmer family, who had learned to love and respect him for his 
many kind acts and deeds. Th funeral was held from the Wittmer home at two o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon and the interment took place in the Waterloo cemetery on the family 
lot where his father and mother were buried some years ago. Rev. A. LaMar Lamport, 
pastor of the M. E. church of Waterloo, officiated at the services. Many friends gathered 
at the home for the funeral service, and a large number of friends called at the home 
during the intervening days to pay their last sad tributes of respect. Mr. Grueter had been 
in business in Waterloo for so many years, and during that time had made so many 
friends, as he was always of a cheerful disposition and honest in all his dealings that he 
had won the highest respect from those who knew him. Herman Theodore Grueter was 
born in Waterloo, Indiana, March 6, 1864 and died a the home of his sister, Mrs. John J. 
Wittmer, in Waterloo, Ind., March 7, 1920, aged 56 years and one day. He was the son of 
the late Mr. and Mrs. Maurice Grueter, his father coming from Prussia in 1849 and after 
spending a few years in Cincinnati, and other Ohio cities, came to Waterloo in 1851 and 
located in Uniontown, now known as the first ward, where he entered business and 
conducted a grocery store until some time in the eighties. The subject of this sketch was 
a twin brother of Henry Grueter, and the birthday of their sister Mrs. Wittmer fell on the 
same day. Hence Saturday was the last birthday of the two brothers and one sister, and 
during all these years the twin brothers had never been separated from each other or their 
birthday. In addition to the above, and elder brother, William, with a host of friend and 
relatives survive. In his earlier life the subject of this sketch attended the Waterloo public 
schools, In 1883 began clerking in the shoe department of the O. T. Clark store in 
Waterloo. Later he entered the grocery store of A. V. Sinclair as a clerk, and during this 
service there his brother Henry began clerking for Speer & Co.’s grocery. In 1889 the 
twin brothers formed a partnership and bought out the grocery store then owned by 
George Murray, and the business was continued under the name of Grueter Bros. until 
Sept. 2, 1919, when they sold out to Fearn Grueter, a son of Henry Grueter, and Warren 
Harpster, and the business succession is known as Grueter & Harpster. In 1905 Grueter 
Bros., suffered a loss by fire when the corner of the block in which they were located was 
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destroyed by fire. With push and energy they built a new building and occupied a 
temporary room during they completion of the same. It has been by constant attention to 
business and careful management, he was considered to be one of the most successful 
business men in Waterloo. In 1877 with his twin brother they were confirmed with a class 
of conformants in the German Reformed church, then located at the north end of Wayne 
street. After the dissolution of his church Mr. Grueter never joined any other 
denomination. He held to his early teaching and faith, and his religion was never to speak 
ill of a person if he had nothing good to say. He was quiet and unoffensive, courteous and 
kind, clean in his habits, exemplary in his every day life, honest in his dealings and a 
friend of all who knew him.

George Hallett died at the Lutheran hospital in Fort Wayne at one o’clock yesterday 
morning of cancer.

To this union four children were born, Ethel, 
Cordice, Vernon and Luther. Vernon died in 1919 while in the service during the world 
war.

Vernon Hallett 

The funeral of Vernon D. Hallett was held from the U. B. church at two o’clock Sunday 
afternoon, and it was perhaps the largest attended funeral of any held in Waterloo for 
many years. The church was filled to its utmost capacity and many people stood in the 
aisles throughout the service. Rev. H. C. Beauchamp, pastor of the church, officiated at 
the services and preached the funeral discourse. The pall bearers were six men from 
Garrett, selected from the Brotherhood of Firemen, of which organization the deceased 
was a member, and they were also members of the Masonic lodge. Waterloo Lodge F. & 
A. M. No. 397 attended the services in a body and at the close of the funeral discourse 
they conducted the ritualistic service of the order at the church instead of at the cemetery. 
This arrangement was made on account of the severe cold and the deep snow at the 
cemetery. The services were especially sad, this being the second Waterloo soldier boy 
who has died since entering into the service and before they had the chance to see active 
warfare. Over the casket was placed a large flag, which was presented by the W. R. C. of 
Waterloo, a custom of this order to place a flag on the casket of every deceased soldier. 
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When the casket was opened for the many people to view the remains, there appeared 
before them in a very substantial couch casket, the young man who left Waterloo less 
than seven weeks before death overtook him. He was clothed in his navy uniform, and 
this marked the first member of the U. S. navy that has ever been buried in the Waterloo 
cemetery. Vernon Deitrick Hallett, son of Mr. Geo. Hallett, and Mrs. Nina B. Hallett, 
was born April 25, 1894, Wilmington township, near Waterloo, and departed this life Jan. 
29, at the Naval Hospital, Portsmouth, Va., aged 23 years, 9 mo., and 4 days. Ten years 
ago last December he moved with his parents on a farm near Waterloo, and entered the 
public schools graduating from the eighth grade in 1909. On Feb. 22, 1912 he became a 
member of the National Guard, getting an honorable discharge in March, 1915. He has 
been a fireman on the B. & O. since 1912, being at the time of his death in the seniority 
class. On the 11" day of December, 1917, he enlisted in the U. S. Navy at Fort Wayne, 
leaving for Indianapolis Dec. 13, for further instructions. He left Indianapolis with fifteen 
others for the Naval Training camp at Norfolk, Va., Dec. 15. Christmas day he was 
obliged to enter the Naval Hospital at Portsmouth, Va., where on Jan. 1 1” he underwent a 
serious operation for empyenia or superlative pleurisy. No boy ever entered his country’s 
service with purer motives or more patriotic ardor than did Vernon. He leaves to mourn 
his departure besides his father and mother, two sisters Misses Ethel, of the Thomas 
Normal Training School, Detroit, and Cordice, of Big Piney, Wyoming, and one brother 
J. Luther Lamar, who lived with his mother, besides a hosts of relatives and friends. He 
was a member of the Masonic Lodge of this place, and of the brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers and Firemen at Garrett.

He was a member 
of the G. A. R. Post 52, of Waterloo, and he stood foremost in the ranks of the old 
soldiers when it came to doing things to make others have a good time. The deceased 
was one of the oldest residents of the county and there perhaps was not a figure that will 
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be missed more at gatherings of old soldiers. Until a few years ago he served several 
years as town treasurer, and prior to that time served as tax collector for the county. The 
funeral will be held at the late home at two o’clock this afternoon, Rev. A. Geist, of the 
Evangelical church, will conduct the services, which will be under direction of the G. A. 
R. the burial will take place in the Waterloo cemetery. Frederick C. Waterman was born 
in New York Mills, Oneida Co., N. Y., Aug. 16, 1841. Shortly after his birth he moved 
with his parents to Indiana, where he lived until the age of 12 when he moved with his 
parents to Wisconsin, where he lived until the outbreak of the civil war. On April 19, 
1861, he was enrolled at Fox Lake, Wis., as a member of Co. A, of the 2™ Wis. Inf. 
Vols., and on the 11th of June following he was mustered into the military service of the 
United States at Madison, Wis., and transferred to Independent Battalion, 2 Wis. Inf., 
June 10, 1864 and again transferred to Co. G, 6" Inf., Nov. 20, 1864. He served 
practically through the entire service and was honorably discharged at Jeffersonville, 
Ind., July 14, 1865. At the time of his enrollment he was but twenty years of age, and 
during part of his service he filled the office of corporal. He participated in the battle of 
Bull Run in July, 1861, and also a number of other battles that proved to be decisive 
conflicts. He was taken a prisoner, at Gettysburg but was paroled, but was required to 
help take care of the wounded. Later he returned to his regiment at Bristow’s Station, 
and subsequently was engaged in a number of other battles, being at Five Forks, and 
Appomattox at the surrender of Gen. Lee. At the close of the war he returned to 
Wisconsin and followed his trade as a printer, working on a Milwaukee daily paper. In 
the year 1870 he moved to DeKalb county and located on a farm in Smithfield township. 
Mr. Waterman was united in marriage to Ellen Danks, a daughter of the late Orris Danks, 
May 2"! 1867. To this union was born two sons, Herbert C., of Elkhart, who is 
circulation manager of the Elkhart Truth, and Orris O., of Butler, who is agent for the 
Wabash R. R. at that place. Besides the widow and two sons, there are five grandchildren 
and one sister, Mrs. Alice Jones, of Monroe Co., Wis., who survive. In 1896 Mr. and 
Mrs. Waterman moved to Waterloo, occupying the home of Mrs. Waterman’s parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Danks, in Union street, where they have resided since. (Re: Waterloo Press

William Oiler 

William Oiler was born near Fredericksburg, Maryland, Feb. 13, 1806, departed this life 
August 15, 1896, aged 90 yrs., 8 mos., and 2 das. He was left an orphan at the age of 
seven years, and was consequently without the parental help, oversight and influence so 
necessary to proper development in the morning of life. He immigrated during his early 
manhood to Dayton, Ohio, where he resided until the commencement of the Mexican 
War, when he enlisted in Co. E, 15" Regt. U. S. Inft, and served 21 months. He also 
served his country as a true and loyal citizen, during the dark days of the sixties, enlisting 
Oct. 5, 1861, with Co. I, 57" Regt., Ohio Inft., serving for three years and one month. 
Upon his return from the war with Mexico he was united in marriage to Miss Mary 
Johns, of Dayton, Ohio, Aug. 25, 1849. To this union were born six children, four sons 
and two daughters, one son and both daughters deceased in youth, preceding their father 
to the unseen shore. He leaves an aged companion, three son, eight grandchildren and one 
great-grandchild to mourn their loss. His removal to Wilmington Twp., DeKalb Co., 
occurred in 1869. Early in life he became a Christian, but his experience was varied until 
about ten years ago, when he received an experience that has been satisfactory; since 
which time he has constantly witnessed for his Savior.

He was married to Jane McIntyre at Honey Falls, N. Y., Sept. 6, 1842 and to this 
union were born two sons. The older, Charles enlisted in the late war and was killed at 
Cold Harbor, June 3, 1864. The younger, Wilbur, has always lived with his parents. All 
of this father’s family except one have passed away. The deceased was a member of the 
Christian church at Lakeville, N. Y., and after moving to Indiana he joined the Lutheran 
church at Sedan, of which he has since been a member, and from which church the burial 
took place, Rev. Burkett, the pastor, officiating, the interment being in Cedar Lake 
cemetery.

The high character and influential standing of Mr. Frank Hamman in this community was 
evidenced by the large attendance at the funeral last Friday afternoon.

Mr. Hamman had been for many years a successful business 
man and all his dealing were honorable and satisfactory to those who transacted business 
with him. He was a most indefatigable worker any enterprise he engaged in, and although 
he had many men in his employ while managing his tile and lumber mills, he never had 
any difficulty with labor problems, and all his employes testify to his fairness and 
courteous treatment. In all his relations he was strictly honest and conscientious. His 
death is a distinct loss, not only to his family, but to the entire county, as such noble 
citizenship is a valuable asset to any community. His christian character will ever be 
remembered as an inspiration to those who knew him best, and his example will live for 
many years as a call to higher citizenship, and especially does his christian life appeal to 
all classes of humanity. Franklin F. Hamman was born in Franklin township, DeKalb 
county, Ind., July 1, 1848; died at his home in Auburn, Ind., Nov. 1, 1910; aged 62 years, 
4 months. He was the son of John and Margaret Frick Hamman. When about one and one 
half years of age his mother died, leaving him and his only surviving full brother, Daniel 
F. Hamman, who was not yet six years old, to the care of his aunt, Mary Brandaberry, 
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where he lived and grew to manhood. His early education consisted of the common 
schools of his day, and by his hard work on the farm and his energy to gain a general 
knowledge of all questions of interest, he succeeded in getting a practical education 
which helped him in his business life. In his earlier day he loved music and was 
considered a player of the violin of more than the ordinary violinist. He was married to 
Phoebe Martin Sept. 12, 1872. To this union two daughters were born, Celia, the wife of 
Andrew Myers, and Olive, wife of W. A. L. Gibbs. He leaves to mourn their loss a 
devoted companion, two daughters, one granddaughter, Morgie Myers, one brother, 
Daniel F., who resides on and adjoining farm, a loving stepmother, three half brothers, 
Freeman W., of Orville, Ohio, C. P., of Waterloo, and Hamilton, who resides on the old 
home place. About the year 1878 with his brother, John, now deceased, he began the 
manufacture of tile at the Hamman farm, three and one half miles north of Waterloo. This 
partnership continued for about two years when the subject of this sketch bought out his 
brother’s interest and continued the business for over thirty years. During this time he 
built up a large trade and covered a wide territory. His reputation as an honest 
manufacturer of tile was an enviable one, and it was the secret of his success in this 
business. He had been one of the most successful business men in Smithfield township, 
and the community in which he lived so long can testify as to his fidelity and uprightness. 
He achieved his success by honest toil in his younger days, and by his honest dealings 
with every man in later years made for him many friends. In the winter of 1890-1 he was 
converted at a meeting held by Rev. S. P. Klotz, and later united with the U. B. church at 
Pleasant Hill. Since that time he has been a leader in his church and an ardent worker for 
the cause of Christianity. He was a liberal contributor to the church and all benevolence, 
and was always active in any movement which involved a moral issue. As a citizen, Mr. 
Hamman was public spirited, steadfast for what the believed to be right, sincere in his 
convictions, and at all times he was found ready to help a worthy cause. His friends were 
numbered by the score, and his death is regretted by them all. As a husband he was 
devoted, kind and gentle, as a father he loved his children and as a brother he was true 
and loyal.

membership to the Christian church of Cedar Lake in 1887 and later to the Christian church in 
Waterloo.

In the death of Henry Hood, DeKalb county loses one of her substantial citizens, who during the 
period of his activity was a prominent factor in the development of the community. He was a man 
of quiet habits, thorough in all his work, endowed with good judgement and a force for the ght 
in any undertaking in which he engaged. In the activities of life he devoted his attention to 
agriculture and became an ‘expert in all questions pertaining to successful farming. He devoted 
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many years of hard labor in developing his farm and in the perfection of his efforts set an 
example for others and in his success furnished inspiration to other for general improvement in 
agricultural development. Whatever he engaged thoroughness marked his every effort and by 
thrift and honest toil he accomplished much although his ambition doubtless caused him to over 
reach his physical endurance and for many years prior to death he had been afflicted with Motor 
Ataxia or what is commonly called creeping paralysis. In his prime he was frequently consulted 
in questions of importance and was a sound and safe counselor for the republican party with 
which he affiliated all his life. In questions of drainage and road building his advice was often 
called for and he did much to improve conditions along these lines of development and future 
generations will profit by his work. He was a friend to the poor and many times gave 
employment to those in need in order that they might help themselves to better conditions. His 
life’ work was performed in this county, a pioneer of the pioneers and in all things strictly honest 
and ready to lend a helping hand to those in need. Such men are always valuable to any 
community and with fidelity he served his day and generation and his good works will follow him 
and the example of his life will not be lost to the community. Henry Hood, son of John Hood and 
Susan Hartman Hood, was born in York county Penn., Aug. 14, 1828 and died at this home in 
Union street, Waterloo, Ind., Feb. 18, 1911, aged 82 years, 6 months and 4 days. His parents 
moved to Stark county, Ohio, when he was but seven months old and from thence to DeKalb 
county, Ind., in 1842 and in 1843 they settled on the farm in Smithfield township where he 
continued to reside on the old homestead until 1888, when he moved to Waterloo, but for many 
years after, continued his supervision of the farm, devoting much of his time to its improvement. 
He was married in 1856 to Emeline M. Duncan, to which union were born four children, Isadora, 
Maude, Cyrus and William. His wife died October, 1864 and he was again married in 1874 to 
Mary C. Bumgardner, and to this union was born one child, Lulu C. Hood. His second wife died 
in February, 1877. His five children survive him, the two daughters, Isadora and Lulu, having 
lived with him administering to his comforts and discharging with fidelity the household duties. 
The other daughter Mrs. Mortorff has resided in Steuben county. His son Cyrus Hood, is a 
conductor on the B. & O. Ry., and resides in Chicago Junction, Ohio, and his son William resides 
in Gary, Ind.

Mr. Hood owned and 
operated the Crystal theatre. Fred Walter Hood was born Apr. 4, 1880, and departed this life June

Apparently as well as usual she suddenly 
passed away with out a moment’s warning, while sitting in a chair at about ten o’clock in the 
evening. The funeral was held at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Jones on Sunday and the remains 
were interred in the Waterloo cemetery. Rev. L. W. Spayd, of the Hamilton Christian church, 
conducted the funeral. Sarah A. Jones, daughter of Samuel and Jerusha Jones, was born in 
Vermont, March 16, 1830. She answered death’s summons on Feb. 23, 1916, the days of her 
pilgrimage number 85 years, 11 months and 7 days. When she was about seven years old her 
parents moved from Vermont to Cleveland, Ohio. One year later, they moved to LaPorte, Ind. 
After a four year’s residence in that place, they moved on the farm four miles northeast of 
Waterloo, where she resided most of her life, and where her days ended. Her marriage to Orris 
Danks was solemnized by Eld. E. Wright on Nov. 6, 1864. Their children numbered two. Both 
died in infancy. On Jan: 11, 1889, Mr. Danks died, Mrs. Danks returned to live on the old farm. 
In early life she united with the M. E. church in Hamilton, Ind., her mother and sister joining the 
church at the same time with her. In the profession of faith in Christ which she then made, she 
persevered until death. Mrs. Danks was one of a family of ten children, Of these four survive her; 
namely : Milton C. living on the old homestead near Waterloo, Sidney living in California, Henry 
M., living in Kansas, and Mrs. Harriett N. Carr, living in Keokuk, Iowa. Three of her brothers 
distinguished themselves in the Civil War by each one serving that war from its beginning to its 
close. Not less remarkable is the historical note, that of her mother’s brothers, four were 
preachers of the Circuit Rider type of those early days, and that three of them fell from their 
saddles by Paralytic strokes while riding on their circuit. It was not in literary pursuits, nor yet in

exceeded by nearly six years. So hers was by so much more then “ great strength.” When 
confined to her home by old age enfeeblement, her brother and his helpmate—Mr. and Mrs. 
Milton C. Jones ministered to her until her entrance into rest. Mr. and Mrs. Wm. Clark, of 
Keokuk, Ia., came last week to attend the funeral of Mrs. Sarah Danks, Mrs. Clark was a sister of 
the deceased.

Two years later he came to DeKalb county, Ind., and 
lived at Sedan seven years, when he sold his property there and intended to buy a home in 
Waterloo, but changed his mind and bought a farm in Smithfield township, where he lived and at 
the same time practices medicine until in 1871, when he purchased property in Waterloo, which 
place he made his home until he passed away. During the earlier days he had a large practice 
and was a foremost physician. He was married to Elizabeth Link, Oct. 19, 1861. Eight children 
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were born to them, two sons having died some years ago. His wife died a few years ago. His 
oldest son, Ira D. Farrington of Paducah, Ky., is on an automobile trip and could not be reached 
yesterday morning, and so far no definite funeral arrangements have been made.

The passing away of James Purvis McCague, removes from Waterloo one of the best known 
citizens and a man of civic pride, one who was always ready to help make Waterloo better and at 
the same time encourage anything that was for the uplift of the community. He will be missed by 
every business man in Waterloo. He was favorably known in various circles. As a Mason he was 
a member of Waterloo City Lodge No. 307 and had passed through the chairs of the lodge. He 
was a member of G. A. R. Post No. 52. As a soldier he was a patriotic servant of his country. As 
a husband he was devoted and as a parent he was kind, and was considerate for the best interests 
of those in his home. In the community he was a factor for the advancement of the commercial 
interests of the town, and he was always ready to help or assist anyone to promote the welfare of 
the community. The news of his death spread around Waterloo Sunday afternoon like a flash. It 
was four o’clock when he breathed his last. His illness was of comparatively short duration. He 
was first taken ill two weeks ago last Thursday, and from the first it was feared that his condition 
would prove serious. All that could be done was rallied to his relief. It was his heart action that 
gave the anxiety, and the untiring efforts of loving hands to make him well seemed to be of no 
avail. The last sad rites of the deceased were paid yesterday afternoon when the funeral was held 
from the late home of 2:30 o’clock. The Rev. Solomon F. Harter, of the M. E. Church, conducted 
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the services, and the burial was in charge of Waterloo City Lodge F. & A. M. Interment in the 
Waterloo cemetery. There was a large concourse of people at the funeral. The floral offerings 
were many and very elaborate.

McCague was born in Holmes county, Ohio, July 12, 1846, and died at his home in Waterloo, 
Ind., Aug. 6, 1916, aged 70 years, and 24 days. He was a son of Samuel Cochran McCague and 
Eliza Jane (Barfoot) McCague. When but two years of age he came with his parents to DeKalb 
county, where they located on the I. N. Cox farm a mile and a half southwest of Ashley. Mr. and 
Mr. Samuel McCague remained on this farm for two years and then sold it and moved to a farm 
one mile west of Sedan, where they lived until the death of the senior Mr. McCague in 1852. The 
subject of this sketch was then six years of age, and being the only son, lived with his mother and 
she taught school for three years to support herself and son. She was then united in marriage to 
Aaron B. Smith, during the year of 1855. To this union was born a son, Sanford S., who died May 
24, 1913. The mother’s married life continued until 1868, when, at the death of her husband, she 
came to Waterloo where she lived for some time. The subject of this sketch was educated in the 
district schools, and in 1861 when the war broke out, he being but fifteen years of age, tried to 
enlist in the War of the Rebellion, but on account of his age was rejected. He then went to Iowa, 
where he secured employment on farms in Winnesheik county. During the time spent in Iowa he 
attended school in Decorah, and there became acquainted with two daughters of John brown, the 
famous anti-slavery agitator of Osawatomie. At the time of the New Ulm massacre by the Indians 
in 1862, he joined an independent military company and went to the assistance of the settlers and 
was present at the capture of six hundred Sioux Indians, who were sent to Davenport. While on 
skirmish Mr. McCague was captured and was carried to a gorge, but while the guard was sleeping 
he loosened himself. In so doing he disturbed a dog which he killed with the guards knife and he 
then made his escape. In 1863 Mr. McCague tried to enlist as a recruit in the 12™ Iowa Regt. Vol. 
Inf., but was rejected on account of his boyish appearance. He then returned to Winnesheik 
county and attended school until the spring of 1864, when he enlisted in Co. F, 46" Regt. Iowa 
Vol. Inf., a hundred day regiment, with which he served his term, participating in the battles of 
Tupella and Guntown, and being mustered out in August, 1864. After receiving his discharge he 
returned to DeKalb county, and during the first winter attended school and then again applied 
himself to farm work, later coming to Waterloo and associating himself with machine work. In 
the spring of 1865 he went to Kendallville and attempted to enlist in the army, but having gone 
first to tell his mother of his intention, he was one day too late as he was informed that the order 
had been received to enlist no more men. He then returned to Waterloo and secured employment 
in a planing mill, and later became the engineer of the mill. He operated engines in various mills. 
In 1871 he was married to Miss Nancy A. Bowman, the daughter of James and Jane Bowman. 
After his marriage he bought a saw mill and stave factory and engaged in the manufacture of 
staves for oil barrels. When timber became scarce he sold his stave machinery and continued the 
saw mill until 1890, when it was destroyed by fire. He then opened a machine shop in Waterloo 
which he continued until 1901, at which time he sold out his shop and took out stock in the corn 
husker factory, where he was the supervising foreman for two years, when the business was 
discontinued, due to the lack of capital to continue the business. He was an expert machinist and 
saw man, and received considerable work from several states around and for miles away. In 
1903 he was called upon to take charge of the local plant of Waterloo Electric Light and Water 
Works Co., and in this position he remained until the plant was taken over by Indiana Utilities 
Co., when he was employed as the superintendent, having supervision of the plant at this place. 
In 1881 Mr. McCague spent some time in Des Moines, Ia., as foreman of a band saw mill, and for 
a short time he ran a steam boat on the Des Moines river. After his return to Waterloo he went to 
Evansville, Ind., where he spent a year as a saw expert for a big saw mill. In 1872 Mr. McCague 
erected a fine home on North Washington street and it has been kept up as one of the best homes 
in Waterloo. Where all the comforts have been added from time to time to make it an ideal home. 
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To Mr. and Mrs. McCague were born seven children: Lt. Chas. A., and engineer on the N. Y. C. 
Ry., living in Chicago, married Lillian Phillips, and they have on son James P., Nellie A., who 
died at the age of sixteen years, Edward Purvis, who married Rilla Newcomer and they have one 
daughter, Irene, she died at the age of twenty-five years; Blanche C., the wife of Emmet Cox, the 
junior member of the firm of McCague & Cox; Eston B., who lives on a farm west of Butler, he 
marred Clara Hanes; Eugene J., who married Dessie Greenwood, died in 1907 at the age of 
twenty-seven years; Minnie I., died at the age of twelve years. (Re: Waterloo Press — Aug. 10,

It 
is taken from a Youngstown, Ohio, newspaper and follows: Charles Shoemaker, 49, who has 
been ill for many months with complications, died at 5:30 Wednesday evening, Jan. 10" in his 
home on Hager street. Although Mr. Shoemaker had been seriously ill for many months friends 
and relatives were of the opinion that he was somewhat better the past week and Wednesday 
seemed considerably improved. He had eaten a hearty dinner and was sitting in a comfortable 
chair in the living room listening to a victrola a few minutes before he died. Heart trouble was the 
direct cause of his death. Mr. Shoemaker was employed, previous to his illness, as a claim agent 
for the P. OI. Electric Light and Power Company having worked for this company in the various 
departments for the past 20 years. He was held in high esteem by employees and officials of that 
company, being an intimate friend of Randall Mortgomery, former president and head of the 
Youngstown office of the company. Mr. Shoemaker was united in marriage 18 years ago to Miss 
Belle Hughes, who survives him. Mr. Shoemaker was born in Waterloo, Indiana. His father and 
mother and one sister died many years ago, they being his only near relatives.

George Shoner 

George Shoner is dead. That is the word that passed around in Waterloo on Wednesday evening 
of last week at five o’clock. It was not unexpected, and still it came as a surprise, as many people 
had thought that Mr. Shoner was getting some better, which was known to be but a temporary 
relief for a while. His death caused a sorrow in the community, as he was a man of good 
judgement for advice in matters pertaining to investments. Mr. Shoner was an out spoken man 
and was always free to express and opinion when asked for one. He was frank in his manner and 
had the confidence of his acquaintances. He was a successful business man in his early days, and 
of late years, since his retirement, he has taken life as easy as it was possible for him to do. He 
earned all the enjoyment that he was able to secure. He was a self-made man. Born in Bavaria, 
Germany, Sept. 23, 1838, he came to this country with a dozen others when he was but thirteen 
years of age, and located at Defiance, Ohio. Unable to understand our language he was taken 
advantage of many times and beaten out of wages due him. He saw a hard life but endured it. At 
one time it became necessary for him to pawn his clothes for enough to get his sustenance. Many 
times he went hungry. He was knocked around in the world and at times when he secured 
employment he worked from early morn to late at night, all in face of the fact that he had been 
told of the golden opportunities in this country and of the great advantages that young men had in 
America. Shattered in his opinion some what, nevertheless he toiled on and finally learned the 
tanner’s trade in Ohio. He saved his money he could by leaving it with his employer, taking a 
note for the balance that was held for him in trust. At the end of nine years he had thus saved a 
thousand dollars. He then went to Stryker, Ohio, where he engaged in business for himself. This 
was in 1863, and he continued the business for two years when he was united in marriage to 
Adeline Homer, when he sold out the business and went to Waterville, Ohio, where he engaged in 
the general mercantile business. In 1868 he disposed of that business and came to Waterloo, Ind., 
where he bought a tannery which he operated until 1888, during which time he prospered, but it 
was by his hard work and close application to business. Then at the age of fifty years he retired 
from active business. He made a number of good investments, all of which proved to be gilt 
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edged. In addition to a number of real estate investments, he became a stock-holder in the 
Savings, Loan & Trust Co., of Garrett, and also a director in the Savings, Loan & Trust Co., of 
Auburn. Since retiring from business Mr. Shoner spent much time in travel. He returned to 
Germany to visit his boyhood home, and has spent a number of winters in California and Florida. 
Politically, Mr. Shoner has always been a republican. At one time he was a candidate for this 
party for county commissioner. He has served several terms as town councilman, and was always 
active in what ever he became interested. He was a member of Waterloo City Lodge, F. & A. M. 
No. 307. He reared a large family. They are as follows: Della, who died in September, 1893, at 
the age of nineteen; Mary , wife of J. Peter Kunz, of Toledo; Lillian M., widow of Charles 
Covert; Charles, of Ft. Wayne; Emma, twin sister of Charles, wife of George Bell, of Coates 
Grove, Mich. Mrs. Sophia Frass, of Archibald, O., a sister of the deceased, is the only relative 
aside from the members of his family, living in this country. The funeral was held Saturday 
forenoon at ten o’clock, from the late home on North Wayne street, Rev. S. F. Harter officiating, 
and the interment took place on the family lot in Waterloo cemetery. Waterloo City Lodge No.

Daniel Shuman 

Daniel Shuman, one of DeKalb county’s few remaining Civil war veterans answered the final 
summons at the home of his son Tuesday evening at 7:30 at the age of 82 years, 3 months, and 26 
days. He was the last of a family of six boys who served in the Civil war. He was born in Franklin 
county, Pennsylvania, March 30, 1845. His parents were Simon and Mary E. (Beck) Shuman. The 
family moved to Ohio and settled in Seneca county in 1848. After the outbreak of the Civil war 
he enlisted in Co. E of the 164 Ohio Volunteer Infantry and was honorably discharged August 
27", 1864. When a young man he moved to Indiana in DeKalb county where he married Martha 
Ransburg on the 9th day of November 1871. She contracted diphtheria in a short time and died. 
No children were born to this union. After the death of his first wife he made his home with his 
brother Henry for 9 years. On March 31, 1881 he married Sarah Fisk. To this union one son, 
Elmer LeRoy, was born. They settled in Smithfield township where they resided until 11 years 
ago when they moved to Waterloo. He lived in Waterloo until last November when failing health 
forced him to move to the home of his son where he remained until death. In March 1896, he 
united with the U. B. church under the pastorate of S. H. Yager. He was also a member of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. One sister, Mrs. Mary Knepper of Upper Sandusky, Ohio with the 
son and two grandchildren along with a host of relatives and friends survive. The funeral services 
were held in the United Brethren church July 28th, 1827. Conducted by Rev. C. M. Eberly. 
Interment made in the Waterloo cemetery. The family wish to thanks all neighbors, friends and 
relatives who so kindly assisted in the care of father during his sickness and death, also for the 
beautiful floral offerings.

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A. J. Sinclair : 

The sudden death of Mr. A. J. Sinclair last Friday evening, Nov. 29", was a shock to the 
community, although it was know he was critical in health. He was able to walk about the house 
and only a few minutes before his death he had walked from one room to another and resting on 
his couch death came and his life ended without a struggle. He had been afflicted with erysipelas 
for some days, but the immediate cause of death was heart failure resulting from his advanced age 
as he was 79 years, 2 months and 20 days old when he died. With the exception of a few years in 
the hardware business in Butler during the period soon after the close of the Civil War, his life 
has been closely allied to the activities of Waterloo, and at all times he was counted one of the 
foremost citizens of the town and always exerted an influence on the side of righteousness as his 
judgement dictated. As a pioneer business man he would be counted as on of the old school, 
thrifty, economical and industrious. For about 40 years he was a member of the local lodge F. and 
A. M. and held tenaciously the tenets of the order. The following historical sketch although 
written for the private use of the family will be of public interest in this community. “In 1821, 
John William Sinclair and family left their home in Glasgow, Scotland, to find a new home in the 
United States of America. They came to New York and after remaining there a year, in the spring 
of 1822 they started up the North River for, Utica, crossing the plain of Schenectady and going by 
boat to the Mohawk. It required eight days to reach Utica and they arrived there May 1, 1822. 
The above John William Sinclair was the grandfather of the family of Sinclairs so well known in 
this county for nearly sixty years, and the father of John Sinclair, who after his marriage to 
Elizabeth Chisholm in New York Mills in 1830, in 1836 removed to Jonesville where he 
engaged in the business of cabinet making and dealer in furniture. He continued in that business 
until he retired to his farm two miles north of Jonesville in 1843. He lived on his farm until 1863, 
then removing to Waterloo, Ind., where he entered into the hardware business which had been 
established some time before by Oris Danks. He, with his sons, conducted a foundry in 
connection with the store and made all their own plow points, tinware, and other such articles as 
were handled in the business. In 1872 John Sinclair, Sr., retired from active business life and the 
two oldest sons, John William Sinclair, Jr., and Archibald Jefferson Sinclair, took over the 
business, to be know as Sinclair Bros. Later, upon the removal of John W. Sinclair to California 
in 1892, the firm again changed its name to Archibald J. Sinclair & Sons, and again was known 
as Sinclair & Son. This firm was active in the business life of Waterloo for a period covering half 
a century. This history of the business life of Sinclair & Son is so much the history of Archibald 
Jefferson Sinclair that here seems not much more to tell. He was born in Utica, N. Y., Sept. 9, 
1833, coming to Michigan with his parents and residing in Jonesville and vicinity until manhood. 
He was married to Ellen Maria Marsh on Nov. 3, 1858. Nearly all of their married life was spent 
in Waterloo where they reared their four children, Arthur Vernon, Agnes E., George G., and 
Harry Marsh, all of whom are living except Arthur, who passed into the Great Beyond on March 
6, 1910. The great object of father and mother was to live such lives of integrity and honesty that 
their children coming after might find an inspiration for right living, believing that such an 
inheritance far surpassed in true value any great accumulation of money. Sept. 9, 1891, occurred 
the death of the faithful wife and mother, and the family home on Wayne street was broken up. 
the house being sold. Two years later Archibald J. Sinclair married Caroline Hodges and since 
that time, Oct. 25, 1892, they have resided in Waterloo, and his wife has been a faithful helpmate 
in the home life. Soon after the death of his son the business was sold to J. W. Griffith & 
company and Mr. Sinclair retired to private life. He spent some time a year ago visiting his 
brother R. O. Sinclair at Ladysmith, Wis. At all times during his life he was a man temperate in 
all things. During the Red Ribbon movement many years ago he was untiring in his efforts to 
bring about a better condition of things and was one of the strongest workers, believing that in 
serving his brothers he was more truly serving God. He served his town in many ways, being on 
the school board for many years. He also was at the head of the little fire department and did all 
he could to protect the homes of the community. He was a man who never asked anything for 
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himself but gave what he had willingly and thankfully.” The obsequies were held Monday 
afternoon under the charge and direction of the Masonic order. The brothers of the lodge met at 
the home on Franklin street at one o’clock p. m., and escorted the body to the M. E. church where 
a short service was held conducted by Rev. G. F. Hubbartt, pastor of the M. E. church, assisted 
by a quartette of male voices in song, after which the cortege passed out and the ritual service of 
ht Masonic order was conducted at the cemetery. There were over thirty members of the lodge in 
marching column and a goodly number of O. E. S. were present at the church service. Those 
present from a distance were his daughter, Agnes Murray, of Manistee, Mich.; his son, George G. 
and wife, and also his son Harry of Toledo; James Wade, Ann Arbor; Frank Marsh of Jonesville; 
Frank Gould and Charles White of Detroit; Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Crane of Ft. Wayne besides the 
relatives in and near Waterloo. The family desire to express their sincere thanks to all the friends, 
to the members of the Masonic order, and the neighbors for their kindly aid and loving sympathy 
in the hour of their bereavement and sorrow. (Re: Waterloo Press — Dec. 5, 1912) 


Nellie Maria (Marsh) Sinclair

until about the age of 14, for whence she removed to Coldwater, Mich. Something like a year 
before her removal from Gilead she united with the Congregational church. As a fruit of her 
marriage there have been born four children, all of whom have arrived at adult age. Her home 
was she great delight and here she brought forth all the energies of her mind and character. Her 
sickness was protracted, but throughout the whole she remained cheerful, knowing that her 
recovery was not to be looked for. Her husband and children have been untiring in their care, and 
sought the best medical aid to be had, but in vain. She died as she had lived, strong in her faith in 
the gospel. The obsequies were held at the residence on Wayne street, Friday, at 3 o’clock p. m.

Simon P. Strow 

Simon P. Strow, the oldest business man in Waterloo, died at his late home in the east part of 
town at 5:35 o’clock Tuesday morning, after an illness of eight days. On Saturday, Dec. 28, Mr. 
Strow was at his place of business and little did he think that he was closing his store for the last 
time when he went to his home. On Sunday he seemed to be as well as usual, although he had 
been failing during the past couple of years, When he retired on Sunday evening not even the 
family thought that he was not as well as he had usually been. On Monday morning when his son, 
Ralph W. Strow, with his wife, who lived with his parents, came down stairs he found his father 
groaning as he lay prostrate on his bed. He immediately summoned the family and called a 
physician, and it was found that a blood clot on the brain had caused paralysis of the right side, It 
was thought then that death would follow in a few hours at the most. Lingering through the week, 
gradually growing weaker, and at last the death cord snapped and life was extinct. Everything that 
tender hands could do was done to make his last days comfortable, but no medical skill could 
reach his suffering, and death only was inevitable. For many years Mr. Strow had been identified 
with the business interests of Waterloo, and he conducted a notion store on North Wayne street, 
even though he was in this eighty-fourth year, he seemed to enjoy his business interests. He was 
devoted to his home and was ever ready to greet his friends with a happy smile and a good word. 
He was honest in all his dealings, and liberal to a fault if any may be. Always giving others the 
benefit of the doubt. He was active in church work, being a member of the Waterloo M. E. 
church. He was a member of Waterloo Post G. A. R., No. 52, and was one of the veterans of the 
Civil War who went through the service with an enviable record. The funeral will be held from 
the M. E. Church at two o’clock today, Rev. S. F. Harter, officiating. The G. A. R. will attend in a 
body and have charge of the burial services which, will occur in the Waterloo cemetery. Out of 
respect to his memory the business places will close during the hour of the funeral. Simon P. 
Strow was born Oct. 4, 1835, in Wayne County, Ohio, and died Jan. 7, 1919, in Waterloo, Ind. 
aged 83 years, 3 months and 3 days. Mr. Strow’s parents came from the vicinity of Germantown, 
Pa., in the early part of the last century and located then in the wilderness of northwestern Ohio. 
The family endured all the hardships and privations incident to the early pioneer life, and there 
the children of whom there were nine, grew to manhood and womanhood. Father Strow came to 
Waterloo in 1857, and remained here until the breaking out of the Civil War, when he returned to 
his Ohio home and enlisted in Co. I, 49" Regt. O. V. V. L, and faithfully served his country for 
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more than three years. His regiment was a part of the grand “Army of the Cumberland”, and 
participated in more than twenty battles and skirmishes from Stone River to the fall of Atlanta. 
His regiment then became a part of the expedition sent to Texas to repel a threatened invasion by 
Mexico. He was mustered out at San Antonio and soon after his return from the war was united in 
marriage to Minerva J. Barr at Lima, Ohio, June 17, 1866. A few years later they moved to 
Waterloo and have resided here continuously ever since. To this congenial union were born three 
children; Gorda V. who died at the age of seven, Ralph W., of Waterloo, and Alva U., of Toledo. 
Father Strow was a life long christian and for many years has been a faithful and consistent 
member of the Waterloo Methodist church. He was also a member of the local G. A. R. Post and 
took a great interest in all matters of interest to the Old Soldier. He was the soul of honor and 
honest and upright in all dealings in the several businesses he conducted during his residence in 
Waterloo. He was unusually good natured and had a pleasant word for everyone he met. 
Surviving him is the widow, two sons, one grandson, now serving with the colors in France, one 
grand-daughter, two aged sisters at Lima, Ohio and many more distant relatives, and a host of 
friends.

William Strow 

William Strow was born in Lebanon Co., Penn., Jan. 5, 1822. In his youth he moved with his 
parents to Wayne Co., Ohio and from there to Allen Co., where he lived until 1858 when he came 
to DeKalb Co., Ind. settling on a farm three miles west of Waterloo, where he lived until his 
death.

At the last minute he called his children to his side asking them to kneel 
in prayer, saying he was a true husband and father and ready to die, that he was going to his 
happy home. He was united with the Evangelical church in 1859, remaining a true believer until 
his death, which occurred Feb. 24, 1906 at the age of 84 years, 1 month and 20 days. He leaves 
three brothers and four sisters to mourn their loss, also thirty-four grandchildren and thirty-five 
great grandchildren. The funeral occurred at the home and the burial at Fairfield Center, Rev. W.

Mr. Walker had been failing in health for several years and during the past week had been in a 
critical condition and his death was not unexpected. Mr. Walker was born in 1844 in Smithfield 
township, his father being John R. Walker, who settled in Smithfield township the year of his 
son’s birth. Mr. Walker lived at home with his parents until 1866 when he was united in marriage 
to Susan Wilderson, who lived on an adjoining farm. To this union were born six children, being 
Mary, wife of Wm.
